GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., NOVEMBER 12, 1890. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

At the close of my administration, I undertake to advise 
you of the condition of the State, with such recommenda¬ 
tions as are deemed worthy of your consideration. 

I receive you in the closing months of one of the most 
prosperous years with which the State has been blessed. In 
every department of industry; even in agriculture, so long 
depressed, there has been an improvement, and we are now 
gathering abundant crops, the well earned meed of labor 
intelligently applied. In the midst of plenty we have been 
preserved from pestilence, and a spirit of obedience to law 
pervades the State. 

THE FINANCES. 

Our finances are in excellent condition. All of the money 
of the people of Alabama is with them, except that which is 
in the State treasury, and the amount in the Treasury is 
sufficient to meet the demands of the Government econom¬ 
ically administered, there is no surplus. There should 
not be any, for it would represent just so much unfairly 
withdrawn from the circulation. 
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On the day of the meeting of the General Assembly just 
two years ago, the entire balance in the Treasury was $381,- 
373.83. Of this there were special funds, not available, 
$51,020.61, and of money already appropriated $49,621.69, 
leaving a true balance with which the last General Assem¬ 
bly began business of $280,731.53. 

On this day there is a balance in the treasury of $309,047.- 
28, and of special funds not available $61,919.59. In the 
grand total is included $46,182.77 of the school fund already 
appropriated, and therefore, the true balance with which 
the General Assembly begins its business is $200,944.82 
against $380,731.53 two years ago. 

this presents a broad difference and compels thoughtful 
attention. 

In the four years of my administration the increase in val¬ 
uation of property in the State has been prodigious. It has 
passed from $173,808,097 in 1886 to $258,979,575 in 1890. 
But the tax rate too has been greatly lowered, a levy of 6 
mills on the dollar has been reduced at the rate of a half a 
mill each year until we now find the rate at the reasonable 
figure of 4 mills on the dollar. Nothing short of a marvel¬ 
ous development of the material interests of the State could 
have sustained this grateful relief to the people. 

The wisdom of your predecessors has been justified, for 
the State has met its obligations of every character; has 
grown in wealth, in every social respect, and has listed its 
credit with the very best in the great marts of commerce 
and of trade. 

This experiment of reducing the tax levy at the rate of a 
half a mill each year was a great one when the total rate 
was 7 and a half mills on the dollar; it was almost danger¬ 
ous when the rate became 6 mills, and now that we have 
reached a levy of 4 mills on the dollar such a reduction will 
not be justified on any reasonable expectation of that great 
increase in values, which would be required to meet such 
reduction. 

A comprehension of our financial status is easy. The val¬ 
uation of property in this State on which the tax moneys are 
to be raised the current year is already determined to be 
$258,979,575, and the rate of taxation for the current fiscal 
year is already fixed and is now being collected at four mills 
on the dollar. The usual expenses of collection amount to 
about a hundred thousand dollars, so that from the general 
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taxes we may reasonably expect about $935,918. From poll 
taxes, licenses and all other sources we may expect about 
$600,000, and our resources may therefore be reasonably 
stated at about $1,530,918 for the fiscal year ending the 30th 
of September, 1891. The disbursements for the current fis¬ 
cal year are estimated by the Auditor at $1,697,320, and this 
estimate does not include any special appropriations which 
shall be made at this session. As the State grows in mate¬ 
rial wealth and in population, our expenses necessarily in¬ 
crease, and 1 estimate that at the very lowest, as much 
money will be required for the expenses of the Government 
for the fiscal year beginning on the 1st of October, 1891. 

We may expect some increase in the valuation of the prop¬ 
erty of the State for the year 1891, and for each recurring 
year, but there are demands, such as the claims of the deaf- 
mutes of the State, of additional accommodations for the 
indigent insane, of the public schools and that most sacred 
one, so long postponed, of provision for the maimed and dis¬ 
abled survivors of the war between the States, which ought 
not to be ignored. 

Is with great pleasure that I communicate to you the suc¬ 
cessful funding of our six per cent, bonds. It will be re¬ 
membered that to retire the outstanding issue of $954,000 of 
the bonds of the State, bearing interest at the rate of six 
per cent, per annum, proper legislation authorized the Gov¬ 
ernor to sell that amount of bonds to bear four per cent, in¬ 
terest. The six per cent, bonds become redeemable on the 
first day of January, 1890. In the summer of 1889 I adver¬ 
tised for bids for the new bonds, and caused this advertise¬ 
ment to be circulated in the great cities of the Union as well 
as in the State. I received a bid for the bonds at 100A but 
I declined to accept it and repaired in person to New York 
where I succeeded without difficulty in placing the bonds at 
101 1-10.1 caused the money to be covered into the State 
Treasury and called for the sixes with the declaration of ces¬ 
sation of interest after the first day of January, 1890, and 
their retirement has so successfully progressed that the en¬ 
tire issue, except $11,500 has been taken up. 

It is with pardonable pride that an Alabamian who has 
been a part of that administration existing in this State for 
fourteen years, and who witnessed our financial distress of 
sixteen years ago, now sees our financial credit so firmly es- 
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tablished. All the papers connected with this transaction 
are on file. 

There was no authority given to me to bum the sixes. 

They have been cancelled and are in the vault of the Treas¬ 
ury and I recommend immediate legislation authorizing 
their destruction and the destruction of the few outstanding 
as soon as they shall be retired. 

SECRETARY OF STATE. 

I transmit the report of the Secretary of State, and in this 
connection I desire to call your attention to a necessary 
amendment of the law whereby he is required to contract, 
for fuel furnished to the various departments. As the law 
now stands he is required to advertise for the lowest bidder 
at a time of the year when the price of fuel is at its very 
height, and this omission in the law has entailed an unnec¬ 
essary expense in this particular. 

CAPITOL GROUNDS. 

At the last session of the legislature an appropriation of 
$20,000 was made for the improvement of the Capitol 
grounds and building. Acting under this statute I made 
a contract with Messrs. Figh & Williams, of the city of 
Montgomery, for the improvement of the grounds and this 
contract is on file. I found the appropriation not adequate 
to the necessary expenses in keeping in repair the building 
and in the improvements of the grounds. The regular an¬ 
nual appropriation of $2,500 per annum not having been 
made for this purpose, I trenched upon the contingent fund. 
But the work has been performed at an expense to the 
State of $16,465,12, and the unsightly appearance of the 
elevation on which the building stands has been changed 
to the condition in which you now find it. The work was 
perfonned by the contractors under the supervision of Mr. 
W. G. Williamson, a skillful and reliable engineer, on rea¬ 
sonable terms, and constitutes a valuable improvement to 
the property of the State. I recommend that an appropria- 
lion be made at this session for heating the Capitol building; 
with steam, lighting it with electricity and supplying it with 
an elevator. 
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MONUMENT. 

The appropriation of $5,000 to aid in the erection of a 
monument to the Alabama soldiers who fell in the late war 
between the States was expended on the 5th of May, 1890, 
being applied principally to payment for the beautiful fig¬ 
ure which crowns this sacred work. 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

The report of the Commissioner of Agriculture is trans- 
Mitted. The receipts From this department under the 
efficient administration of the present Commissioner have 
increased from $23,853.47 For the year ending September 30, 
1887, to $47,216.89 for the year ending September 30, 

1890. 

One-third of the net proceeds arising from the sale of tags 
is applied to the support of the Agricultural and Mechani¬ 
cal College and constitutes a large and necessary contribu¬ 
tion to that Institution. The money which supports this 
department is paid by the agriculturists exclusively, and it 
constitutes a special fund for the promotion of agriculture 
and immigration. To this department, in connection with 
the A. & M. College, is largely due to that increasing pros¬ 
perity which agriculture in Alabama now enjoys. 

GEOLOGICAL 8URVEY. 

I transmit to you the report of the State Geologist. It 
will be seen that the work has made great progress since the 
last session of the General Assembly. I believe that we 
owe very much of the marvelous development in the 
mineral region of Alabama to the work of the geological sur¬ 
vey under the administration of Dr. Eugene A Smith, which 
has been in progress since the 19bh day of February, 1883. 

It will be seen from the report that it is recommended that 
the survey be continued and its scope enlarged, and I concur 
in this recommendation. 

ALABAMA INSTITUTES FOR THE DEAF AND BLIND. 

The separation of the Institutes for the deaf mutes and 
blind has proven an acknowledged advance in the care and 
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superintendence which the State exercises over these tender 
orphans of nature. 

You are warmly commended to make provision for the 
care of the deaf, dumb and blind of the colored race. No 
such provision has yet been made by this State, and the ap¬ 
peal for it, always existing, has waited with patience the 
pleasure and ability of the State. I recommend that you 
make an appropriation for this purpose at this session. 

INSANE HOSPITAL. 

The management of the Hospital for the Insane yet en¬ 
joys unchallenged confidence. I concur in the recommen¬ 
dation made in the report of the trustees, which is in the 
hands of the printer, and which will be laid upon your desks 
in a few days. 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

I send you the very thorough and full report of the Health 
Officer. The State has reason to congratulate itself upon 
its system of health laws and their faithful administration. 
The Health Officer himself, by his diligence and fidelity, has 
contributed much toward making this Department greatly 
useful to the State, and to cause it to be the object of admi¬ 
ration in other States of the Union. 

AGRICULTUBAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

Over two years ago the main building of the A. and M. 
College was destroyed by fire. The State rescued this great 
work by appropriating at the last session of the General 
Assembly of $50,000 for the replacement of the building. 
The money, together with the insurance received, has been 
carefully and economically applied, an elegant structure 
built of the best material in the most substantial manner, 
and adapted to the great work of this institution, adorns and 
honors the spot where lately rested the ashes of the old 
building. Not only is this structure an adornment, but the 
value of the work which is being done there cannot be 
overestimated. The scientific principles of agriculture are 
being taught there with an efficiency which leaves little 
margin for criticism and is filling the State with young men 
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capable of applying these scientific principles to practical 
use. 

The Federal Government has increased the aid heretofore 
extended to this great work by an appropriation approved 
July 30, 1890. By this statute $15,000 for the year ending 
June 30, 1890, and an annual increase of the amount of 
said appropriation thereafter for ten years by an additional 
sum of $1,000 over the preceding year, and thereafter a 
total of $25,000 per annum, has been appropriated out of 
the proceeds of the public lands to the endowment and sup¬ 
port of the colleges for the benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts, established under an act of Congress ap¬ 
proved July 2, 1862. This statute provides that no money 
shall be paid out under this act to any State or territory for 
the support and maintenance of a college where a distinc¬ 
tion of race or color is made in the admission of students, 
but the establishment and maintenance of such colleges 
separately for white and colored students shall be held to be 
in compliance with the provisions of this act, if the fund re¬ 
ceived in such State or Territory be equitably divided be¬ 
tween one college for white students and one institution for 
colored students established and aided by the State for the 
education of colored students in agriculture and in the me¬ 
chanic arts. The statute further provides that such State 
may propose and report to the Secretary of the Interior of 
the United States a just and equitable division of the fund to 
be received under this act between one college for white 
students and one institution for colored students established 
for the education of colored students in agriculture and the 
mechanic arts. And it is further necessary for you to 
assent to the purpose of this grant. In advance of 
your meeting I have already done so, and now recommend 
legislative assent to the proposition to divide the funds be¬ 
tween the two institutions referred to in the statute in the 
proportion of white and colored people in Alabama as shown 
by the returns of the present census year. 

STATE UNIVERSITY. 

The condition of the State University is satisfactory. 

"With ample accommodations, it is largely patronized. The 
standard of education has been elevated, and under its pres- 
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ent management it will continue to occupy that place in 
public estimation which it has always held. 

Almost at the beginning of the last session death deprived 
us of the President of this Institution—one who as a soldier 
and a citizen had endeared himself to all the people of this 
State, and in public and private life ever justified their con¬ 
fidence. 

And now, while I prepare this message, news comes to us. 
of the death of another—my predecessor in the office of Gov¬ 
ernor—distinguished on battle field and in civil life. 

Their high examples inspire emulation and their memo¬ 
ries "will be treasured by the people 'whom they served so 
well. 

STATE TROOPS. 

I transmit to you the full and excellent report of the Ad¬ 
jutant General, showing the condition of the State Troops. 

Every thoughtful person must contemplate with pride 
and a sense of security this organization of citizen soldiery. 

In the quiet time of that universal peace preserved to Amer¬ 
icans without a standing army, the citizen soldiery of the 
Republic keep ever aloft the standard around which in time 
of war would gather that volunteer force which stands to the 
country in lieu of a standing army. In this Slate they not 
only represent this idea, hut they constitute a constabulary 
perfectly reliable and always ready to assist the civil officers 
in the enforcement of the laws. 

The State appropriates $11,500 for their annual encamp¬ 
ments, where they are drilled and disciplined. The report 
of the Adjutant General shows that this appropriation is 
insufficient to meet the actual expenses of the troops, and 
the balance is generously met by them with their own 
funds. I recommend that this appropriation be made suffi¬ 
cient to meet the expenses of the encampments. 

The office of Adjutant General is an important One, and 
yet it is purely honorary. It takes a not inconsiderable 
portion of his time, and yet there is no compensation at¬ 
tached to the office. I think it would be right to attach to 
the office at least a small salary, sufficient to compensate 
the officer for the time consumed in attention to its duties. 
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EXAMINEB OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

I have ordered five hundred copies of the report of the 
Examiner of Public Accounts to be printed for your use, and 
they will be transmitted to you at an early day in the session. 

The Examiner has been almost constantly employed, and 
has fulfilled the functions of his office with fidelity and. 
ability. 

On the 10th inst, I caused the money in the treasury to 
be counted. The count was made in the presence of the 
Secretary of State and the Examiner, by Mr. G. W. Craik. 
of the First National Bank of Montgomery. The count 
showed that there was on that day in the treasury $304,- 
317.63. A copy of the report is transmitted with this mes 
sage. 

ATTORNEY GENERAL AND CRIMINAL ADMINISTRATION. 

I transmit to you the report of the Attorney General for 
your consideration. The office of Attorney General makes 
great demands on its incumbent. In all cases in which the 
State is a party in the court of final resort, his personal at¬ 
tention is required by law. He is compelled to confront the 
best legal talent and the actual time required by this work 
is very considerable. In addition to ail this, in all the nu¬ 
merous and ever recurring questions arising in the adminis¬ 
tration of the revenue laws, in advance of the action of the 
courts his opinion is binding on officers, is almost daily re¬ 
quired, concerns difficult questions and altogether constitutes 
an important branch of civil administration. He is required 
to live at the capital and indeed his work can not be fully 
perfonned unless he is almost constantly here. And yet the 
salary affixed to this office is fifteen hundred dollars a year 
and there are substantially no fees attached, ihe compen¬ 
sation is entirely inadequate. The labor and responsibility 
of the office grow with the progress of the State and the sal¬ 
ary ought to be increased. 

In this connection, I submit and do so at the close of my 
term of office without embarrassment that the salaries paid 
the Governor and the State officials are not sufficient to guar¬ 
antee such services as the State is entitled to receive. The 
fact that the offices may be now competently filled, if true, 
is not a sufficient argument to justify the present salaries. 
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It is right to pay a public servant reasonable compensation 
for his services. Where these services are obtained at less 
than a reasonable compensation, it is not unlikely that the 
incumbent of the offices must rely upon his private fortune 
to supplement his salary, the tendency of which is to bar 
from public office all those who are not provided with an 
independent estate. On the contrary the State ought to be 
able to command the highest virtues and the best talents, 
and considering the competition for the employment of such 
in private and corporate enterprises it is desirable that the 
salaries of the State officials should be increased. 

Four years ago the legislature destroyed the old system 
of maintaining the prosecuting officers or solicitors by fees 
and substituted therefor reasonable salaries. I do not have 
any doubt but that the uniform impartial administration of 
criminal law, so essential to the integrity of any common¬ 
wealth has been almost immeasurably reinforced by this 
opportune legislation. The smaller misdemeanors have not 
been overlooked, and the hands of able and impartial prose¬ 
cuting officers have been clenched on the felonies committed 
in the State. This legislation has strengthened and elevated 
the office of solicitor and made it one to be desired, by our 
very best men. 

A crying evil of the same character yet remains to be de¬ 
stroyed. It is even a profounder difficulty than that which 
concerns the office of solicitor, for it is nearer the people. 1 
refer to the maintenance of the offices of justice of the 
peace, and notaries public with the jurisdiction of justices 
of the peace, by fees and perquisites. The payment of pub¬ 
lic officers by fees, adopted in a crude state of society, where 
each item of payment was meant to compensate the officer 
for the particular service, is entirely unsuited to that, social 
condition which we have reached, and indeed, it has become 
obsolete in most civilized communities. Certainly there is 
no argument which would give an honest color to its con¬ 
tinuance as to judicial offices. At present in the outlying 
country districts it is difficult to get good men to accept these 
offices not so much on account of the want of compensation, 
but because of the question put upon the office by reason of 
the manner ef its maintenance; on the other hand in the 
cities, some of these officials, through fees and perquisites, 
secure an annual compensation probably greater than that 
of the salary attached to the office of the Chief Justice. 
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I recommend the classification of these offices, and if found 
consistent with the organic law a reduction of their number 
and their maintenance by a reasonable salary. It may be 
that a work of such extent and difficulty cannot be accom¬ 
plished at the present session, but I am sure that such a 
system should eventually be adopted. 

I again call the attention of the Legislature to the delays 
incident to criminal administration. They are unworthy of 
our civilization. The court below in any considerable case 
frequently presents a trial of useless technicalities. On 
every issue the Circnit Judge must, then and there, without 
an opportunity to investigate, decide, and all the question)) 
whether merely technical or meritorious, may become, and 
do generally become a part of the record on review by the 
appellate Court. There must continue to be very many 
causes where the merits of the issue are in a remote degree 
affected by the particular point on which the case was 
reversed. 

There was a time when the citizen, particularly in the 
trial of any charge in the King's name against him, did 
need the merciful and watchful guardianship of law against 
oppression, I have no doubt, however, that the only danger, 
if any there be, in the future, must come from the people, the 
source of all authority, and not from the servants designated 
to administer their laws. 

Can there be any doubt that all the meritorious points 
involved in the trial of a criminal cause are reasonably cer¬ 
tain to be made in behalf of the defendant by his counsel, 
chosen by him, or appointed by the court? And yet, section 
4059 of the code affirms that no assignment of error or join¬ 
der in error is necessary, and requires the Supreme Court in 
effect to search the record for the reversal of error. I re¬ 
commend the repeal of this section of the code. Further 1 
do not think that the Supreme Court should be required to 
reverse a judgment in any case unless a majority of the 
judges should be of the opinion that the defendant is on the 
evidence presented in the record entitled on the merits to a 
new trial. I know that such a law would crowd the record 
with substantially all the testimony taken in the trial in the 
court below, and to this extent would increase the labor of 
our already overworked appellate court, but the evil which 
such legislation would remedy is so great that I think this 
additional labor might reasonably be required; indeed in the 
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long run in the suppression of unmeritorious appeals, it 
might be found to lessen the work of reviewing criminal 
cases 

SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS AND SCHOOL LANDS. 

It will be remembered by those familiar with the legisla¬ 
tive history of the State, that for many years the demands of 
the State against the United States for swamp and overflowed 
land, and for two and three per cent, funds, were denied by 
the Federal Government, on the ground that the direct tax 
imposed Oil the States by Congress to aid in the prosecution 
of the late war was not paid by Alabama and the amount 
assessed for this purpose was held to constitute an equitable 
set off against our demands. This argument was extended 
until it threatened to interpose this assessment, amounting 
to about half a million of dollars, to any and every demand 
whether of money or land asserted by the State. 

As early as 1873 a statute was enacted authorizing the 
Governor to contract for the prosecution of certain named 
claims against the United States. Under this statute a con¬ 
tract was made by Governor Cobb with Mr. John H. Cald¬ 
well, and pursuant to the condition imposed by law his 
remuneration was made contingent on his success, and pay¬ 
able out of the fund or property realized, with the additional 
obligation that all the costs of the prosecution should be 
borne by Mr. Caldwell. This contract with Mr. Caldwell 
was renewed by Governor O’Neal, and afterwards by myself 
under the act of the Legislature of February 28, 1887, 
whereby under the terms of the act the contract was made 
to include all claims of the State against the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. The claims of the State were prosecuted with 
diligence, ability, fidelity and success, until after long and 
doubtful litigation and after many struggles in Congress the 
fonnidable claim of set-off was abandoned; and the swamp 
and overflowed lands were certified to the State, and the two 
and three per cent, fund with the accumulation of former 
years, was once more permitted to find its way into the State 
Treasury. 

In the pursuit of these claims against the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, the agent, Mr. Caldwell, called attention to the 
long neglected claim of the State under section 2275 of the 
revised Statutes of the United States to indemnity for defi- 
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ciencies in the 16th sections, which, as is well known, have 
been set apart to the public schools. Even this claim was 
sought to be avoided on the same ground as hereinbefore 
stated, but it was finally conceded. In the progress of its 
assertion the agent, of the State conceived that the schools 
were entitled to have selections made from anyof the 
public lands. This claim was met with strenuous objection, 
and, being carried into the courts, after a long and tedious 
litigation, the right of the State in behalf of the townships 
was affirmed, and, thereupon, the agent was allowed to pro 
ceed to make the selections of the reserved mineral lands of 
the State. The value of this work to the State is great. It 
was accomplished by the agent, with this associates, with the 
agreement that the State should be burdened with no ex¬ 
pense, and, that the agent should receive no compensation 
except in the event of success, and in that case that he 
should receive the same rate of compensation which he had 
received on account of his work in connection with the 
swamp and overflowed lands, and the 2 and 3 per cent. fund. 
This rate had been 25 per cent, of the money actually real¬ 
ized. I proposed, under the Statute, and under contract 
made in accordance therewith, to secure this to him. Upon 
an examination, however, of the contract made on the 17th 
day 01 March, 1887, in connection with the Statute of the 28th 
of February, 1887,1 reached the conclusion that this valuable 
work was not covered by the terms of the Statute or of the 
contract. The work had been accomplished, a great advan¬ 
tage secured, and I was unable to secure to Mr. Caldwell the 
compensation which he had earned. The lands aggregating 
35,395.17 acres have been certified to the State. These 
lands belong to a great number of townships. They are 
owned in vastly different proportions. A partition «f them 
among the townships is practically impossible, and I re¬ 
commend the passage of a law authorizing these lands to be 
sold, and the proceeds of the sale to be applied 'to the 
different townships of the State, after a deduction of twenty- 
five per cent, to be paid to the diligent, faithful and efficient 
agent through whose service the State has received this 
benefit. 

I have not sold any of the swamp and overflowed lands, 
though authorized to do so. 

I have held to the opinion that any sale which might be 
made would not realize their true value. They are alto- 
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gether timber lands, some of them valuable, and if owned 
by an individual it would doubtless be the part of good 
policy to sell them, for depredations upon them cannot be 
prevented. The St.ate, however, should hesitate to convey 
these lands to other than actual settlers, for in the residence 
of a good citizen is to be found the only adequate compen¬ 
sation to the State for parting with its title to any of the 
public domain. 

CONVICT DEPARTMENT. 

The penal system of a State contemplates the preser¬ 
vation and improvement of society. Punishment for crime 
is not intended to inflict pain or degradation. Its purpose 
is to improve social conditions by preventing crime, and the 
sentiment of revenge is no more permissible in a State than 
in an individual. Capital punishment itself is but a species 
of moral surgery, whereby a wicked and hopelessly de¬ 
praved member of the body politic is severed for the health 
of the community. In every other punishment the law 
proposes the reformation of the criminal, as well as terror 
to evil doers. These are the principles which for many 
years have inspired our legislative and official administra¬ 
tion. They have been applied under peculiar difficulties. 

In every State it is important that the system should be 
self-supporting, and in our financial condition we have been 
compelled lo attach the greatest importance to this consid¬ 
eration. It was the financial consideration which induced 
the State to adopt the lease system, as it is known, for it is 
not contended in any respectable quarter that it is best cal¬ 
culated to secure the purposes for which punishment is 
inflicted. In our experience we have passed from very 
crude experiments to a condition which enables us to claim 
that we have in Alabama the most humane administration 
of the lease system known to any of the States. And yet 
the lease system in Alabama may be greatly improved. 

There are two classes of convicts. Under the law a pris¬ 
oner may be sentenced to the penitentiary or to hard labor 
for the county. Those who are sentenced to the peniten¬ 
tiary are under control of the Board of Inspectors of con¬ 
victs. They are State convicts. The money arising from 
their hire is the State's money. These are all hired to one 
corporation under a contract wherein the absolute control of 
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the convicts is reserved to the inspectors. A careful system 
of classification is imposed, to the end, that no man shall be 
required to perform labor beyond his reasonable ability. 

And then without embarrassment the sick, the disabled, 
the women and children are transferred to the walls of the 
Penitentiary at Wetumpka, a place prepared by the State, 
where punishment is still imposed, but where it is adminis¬ 
tered in accordance with humanity. The other class of con¬ 
victs are those who by the terms of the statute, or by the 
discretion of the Courts, are condemned to hard labor forthe 
several counties. As to these convicts separate contracts 
are made with the authorities of the several counties. The 
money arising from their hire is the money of the counties, 
and while supervision of these convicts and the power of ab¬ 
rogating the contract is given to the Board of Inspectors, 
practical control of them is prevented by their relatio ton 
the counties. If a contractor shall be found abusing his re¬ 
lations, or if any reason requires the abrogation of the con¬ 
tract, what disposition would the Inspectors make of the 
convicts. Shall they be returned at great expense and in¬ 
convenience, and probably at the risk of discharge by legal 
process, to the jails to be rehired? Surely this presents a 
condition which calls for a remedy. Again, the sick, the 
disabled and the young can not under the law be transferred 
to the walls of the penitentiary, but they must remain at 
the prison and be denied the privilege which is accorded to 
State convicts in the same condition. 

I recommend that the Board of Inspectors be authorized 
to remove this class of convicts to the walls of the peniten¬ 
tiary, and further that whenever it may become necessary 
to abrogate the contract of a county or counties, that the 
Inspectors be authorized to rehire the convicts under proper 
regulations for the benefit of the counties. I again recom¬ 
mend that every person convicted of felony be sent to the 
penitentiary. 

These amendments are recommended to be made at this 
session of the Legislature to improve the present system 
while it exists. The system itself can not be immediately 
supplanted without the assumption of an expense which at 
this time the State cannot afford. There are no horrors or 
barbarities which cry for such a sacrifice. This argument 
is meant to advance our progress to the best penal system. 
This we are entitled to have, and this we can only have 
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when the State gets between the spirit of avarice and the 
servitude of the convict, until the labor of the convict is 
received directly on public account, until there shall come 
in touch with the convict those immediate agents chosen 
with reference to their administrative capacity, to their dili¬ 
gence and to their fidelity to the doctrine, that punishment 
is intended to reform the offender if that be possible; if 
that be impossible, to secure society forever against his 
depredations by unending confinement; to terrify evil doing, 
and in no sense wnatever to revenge the State by inflicting 
pain or degradation. 

The buildings and grounds at Wetumpka are worthy to 
be a nucleus about which the new system may gather. The 
women and children and the disabled of the State convicts 
are gathered there already, and their labor under the able 
and faithful administration of the President of the Board 
of Inspectors, secured directly on public account, as shown 
by his report, which is referred to for details, has yielded a 
return even beyond our expectations. But the land of the 
State at this place was and is not sufficient to afford agricul¬ 
tural employment for the convicts there, and the Inspectors 
were induced to make a contract, with Mr. Thos. Williams, 
a large land owner in that vicinity, whereby this labor has 
all been employed and with profit to the State. This was 
meant, however, as an expedient, and I recommend the 
purchase by the State of land in the immediate vicinity of 
the penitentiary, to the end that the convicts may be worked 
exclusively on public account. The State owns a farm con¬ 
sisting of 1,819 acres in Montgomery county. It is distant 
six, miles from Wetumpka. It is subject to overflow. It 
has rented for a number of years at five hundred dollars per 
year. It is too distant to be worked by the convicts at the 
penitentiary. The land is fertile and its proximity to Mont¬ 
gomery will eventually bring it into demand. Its true value 
can not be had by a present sale. The State can afford to 
hold it until a reasonable price is offered for it. In the 
meantime it is rented yearly at public outcry. 

I again recommend the creation of a special commission 
composed of three men of business capacity, of courage and 
humanity, familiar with siate-craft and devoted to social 
progress, who shall be charged with an investigation of the 
entire subject of penal servitude as it should be adminis- 
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tered in the State, and to report at the next session of the 
Legislature with recommendations. 

PUBLIC ROADS, RAILROADS AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It is not long since the population of this country was 
dispersed along the seashore and the ha nk s of the navigable 
rivers. The sea and the rivers, with a few roadways, were 
the only highway, and along these, towns and cities by slow 
processes formed themselves, their progress being largely 
dependent on natural conditions. These pathways of travel 
are uncontrolled by the hand of private or corporate enter¬ 
prise. But the application of steam to railway transporta¬ 
tion has worked a complete change. The railroads belong 
to individuals or corporations. They have superseded 
largely the wagon-road and river transportation. Uncon¬ 
trolled, they have the power not only to build towns and 
cities, but to depopulate communities. Competition be¬ 
tween railroad companies has been found entirely insuffi¬ 
cient to relieve the situation. Even where there are com¬ 
peting lines between two great cities, the rates from city to 
city are often fixed at figures claimed to be beneath the 
actual cost of transportation, and the difference is placed 
upon the residents along the lines of the respective roads. 

It is necessary that our rivers and water ways should be 
made as far a possible navigable, and this the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment has assumed to do, and I think we may confidently 
expect that before the lapse of a long time this great work 
will be accomplished. In many sections of the State the 
wagon roads are not in condition to make travel and trans¬ 
portation easy. The system by which they are mended is 
bad. We continue to work the public roads as our ances¬ 
tors fought the savages—by calling out the able-bodied men. 
The time consumed in working the public roads is a great 
deprivation to the farm, and frequently a waste of effort on 
the roads. Whenever road work has to be performed, it 
ought to be committed to men who have become expert in 
it. The law of the division of labor is mocked at by the 
present system, and it ought to be refonned. The public 
roads ought to be worked under contract with the township 
or county authorities, and paid for by a tax levied for that 
purpose. 

It has now been nearly ten years since this State estab- 
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lished a Railroad Commission. It was then argued that an 
effort to thus arbitrate between the public and the great 
railroad corporations would be abortive, if for no other rea¬ 
son, because the operation of the law was necessarily con¬ 
fined to the territorial limits of the State. Since that time 
we have seen the Federal Government assume the regula¬ 
tion of Inter-State commerce, and the Federal Commission, 
together with the State Commission, have already accom¬ 
plished great good to the country. The administration of 
the law in this State has justified the wisdom of its enact- 
nnent, and a prudent extension of the powers of the Com¬ 
mission as exigencies arise, will doubtless secure that equal¬ 
ity between individuals and sections that is so much to be 
desired. 

The one proposition on which all intelligent men are 
agreed, the very corner stone of all that there is in the 
world, is that the training of youth is the best guar¬ 
anty of progress. In Alabama the public school still 
languishes. We put out this year 890,360 tons of pig 
iron, mined about 4,000,000 tons of coal and are 
gathering bountiful crops of cotton, and yet we only paid 
about 80 cents for the education of each child in the State. 

The report of the Superintendent of Education is in the 
hands of the printer and will be transmitted. His recom¬ 
mendations are entitled to great consideration. He retires 
from office after a faithful and able administration. He has 
done the very best that could be done with the material, 
but the difficulty has been that the State has not been able 
to spare enough money from the general fund. 

The power of local taxation for local purposes is necessary 
to the progress of any community. Every man should pay 
for what he gets, and get what he pays for. Every town¬ 
ship should have a good school and good roads, but the town¬ 
ship itself should furnish them if it be able to do so. Yet 
since the decision of the case of Schultes against Eberly, 82 
Alabama, 242, which denies the authority of the Legislature 
to delegate to school districts the right to levy a tax, there 
has been found no remedy. As in the case of public roads, 
the Constitution is in the way. 

A NEW CONSTITUTION. 

It is quite the habit of the day: here and elsewhere, to dis- 
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cuss the race question, and it is not to be denied that there 
are difficulties in the social problem where homogeneity in 
race is wanting. Fortunately for Alabama the trouble, such 
as it is, is a local one. There are sixty-six counties in Alnba- 
ma. In 1880 there were in this State, of whites 662,185, 
and of blacks and mixed blood 600,108. In forty-three 
counties the whites were in the majority, averaging 6,691; 
in twenty-three counties the colored people were in the ma¬ 
jority, averaging 14,158. In two of these counties the ratio 
of blacks and whites was nearly five to one; in three others 
four to one, and in several more three to one. Nearly 70 
per cent, of the colored people in 1880 lived in twenty-three 
counties; 40 per cent, in ten counties; 35 per cent, in five 
counties and 13 per cent, in two counties. In forty-three 
counties of this State there is not nor has there been any 
trouble on this score. The white people and the colored 
people here live together in perfect amity, and the rights of 
all are not even questioned. It is in the limited district of 
Alabama that I have described where any question is made, 
and there the difficulty is largely exaggerated. I regret that 
I have not been able to obtain the figures on this particular 
subject from the present census, but enough is known to as¬ 
sure us that the evil so far from having increased, has great¬ 
ly diminished. The progress of distribution, already begun, 
and sure to advance with accelerated pace, will settle the 
whole question almost before we have ceased to talk about 
it. It is acknowledged on every side that the debasement 
of the suffrage by the reconstruction legislation was a mis¬ 
take, and every just person admits that the suffrage should 
have been extended just as the new citizens proved them¬ 
selves qualified to cast an intelligent ballot. 

Apart from any question of race, however, and deeper is 
ballot, reform, already proven in many of the States, and 
around which gathers an ever-increasing interest. We can 
not but desire to keep pace with this intelligent movement. 

It is not accurate to say that upon it depends the perpetui¬ 
ty of free institutions. That is already secured. But, it 
does involve the measure of our progress. 

Difficulties are in the way. The State was re-admitted to 
representation in Congress on the 25th day of June 1868, 
upon the fundamental condition that the grant of universal 
suffrage made by the Constitution of 1868 should never be 
revoked. The validity of this legislation has to some extent 
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been considered in two cases of Texas against White, Wal¬ 
lace, 720, and White against Hart, 13 Wallace, 650. Sec¬ 
tion 38 of article I of the present Constitution of this State 
declares that no educational or property qualifications for 
suffrage or offices shall be made by the legislature, and arti¬ 
cle 8 of this same instrument provides the qualification for. 
suffrage. Every male citizen of the United States who is 21 
years old, who shall have resided in the State one year and in 
any county for three months, and who is not a convicted fel¬ 
on or an idiot or an insane person, has the right to vote and 
the legislature has no power to add any other qualification. 

The principle that the qualification having been fixed by the 
Constitution cannot be altered by the legislature is affirmed 
by the best commentators, and I think is expressly declared 
in the case of ex parte Dorsey, in Porter, 293. 

The entire subject of ballot reform is environed by the 
State Constitution and it cannot be reached except by an 
amendment of the Constitution or by the call of a conven¬ 
tion and the adoption of a new Constitution. The Consti- 
tuition can only be altered or amended in accordance with 
the following provisions of the present Constitution: 

"ARTICLE XVII—MODE OF AMENDING CONSTITUTION. 

"Section 1. The General Assembly may, whenever two- 
thirds of each House shall deem it necessary, propose 
amendments to this Constitution, which, having been read on 
three several days in each house, shall be duly published in 
such manner as the General Assembly may direct, at least 
three months before the next general election for Represen¬ 
tatives, for the consideration of the people, and it shall be 
the duty of the several returning officers at the next general 
election which shall be held for Representatives to open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors on the proposed 
amendments, and make a return of said vote to the Secretary 
of State, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of 
all the qualified electors of the State, who voted at such 
election, voted in favor of the proposed amendments, said 
amendments shall be valid, to all intents and purposes, as 
parts of this Constitution, and the result of such election 
shall be made known by a proclamation of the Governor. 

"Sec. 2. No convention shall hereafter be held for the 
purpose of altering or of amending the Constitution of this 
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State, unless the question of convention or no convention 
shall be first submitted to a vote of all the electors of the 
State, and approved by a majority of those voting at said 
election." 

Experience indicates the difficulty of having an amend¬ 
ment adopted, and the only remedy left is to submit the 
question of convention or no convention to a vote of the 
people with the view of ascertaining their will on this sub¬ 
ject. I should favor a convention, not with the view of ren¬ 
dering nugatory the 14th and 15th amendments of the Fed¬ 
eral Constitution, for I consider this absolutely impossible, 
but with the view of securing by just limitations applicable 
to all citizens in every election, the free, intelligent, unin¬ 
timidated and unpurchased choice of the people. Notwith¬ 
standing the fundamental conditions to which I have refer¬ 
red, I think that the accomplishment of a purpose so patriotic 
and so exalted would commend itself to all thinking people 
without regard to party lines or race distinction. I acknowl¬ 
edge that I consider a grant of power to the local authori¬ 
ties to be exercised at the request of a community to levy a 
special tax for the benefit of public schools, which could also 
be secured in a new Constitution, even more important than 
ballot refonn. Every remedy is largely an expedient ex¬ 
cept that which makes the citizen a better man. 

These are some of the considerations which induce me to 
invite your attention to the propriety of submitting to the 
people at the next general election the question of calling a 
convention of the people. 

I transmit to you the very full and complete report of the 
Treasurer. 

The report of the Auditor is still with the printer but will 
be upon your desks in a few days. The excellent manage¬ 
ment of the office is shown by the collection of all the rev¬ 
enues of the State, except a very small amount in litigation. 

I acknowledge in conclusion the hearty co-oporation of all 
the officers and assistants of the various departments of the 
State Government during my administration.

THIRD DAY. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 

THURSDAY, November 13, 1890. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. H. D. Moore of the city. 
The roll was called and a quorum was present. 

Indefinite leave of absence was granted Mr. Moore of 
Madison on account of sickness. Leave of absence was 
granted to Mr. Purifoy for one day. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

Mr. Speaker, Mr. Pettus in the Chair, reported the rules 
of the last House, together with the standing committees 
with the number of committeemen therein named for the 
government of the present House. 

The report was adopted. 

RULES. 

RULE 1. The Speaker shall take the Chair every day at 
the hour fixed on the preceding adjournment; shall imme¬ 
diately call the members to order, and on the appearance of 
a quorum, cause the journal of the preceding day to be 
read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from 
his chair for that purpose. He shall decide questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the House, at the request of 
any member; which appeal shall be decided without debate. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sit¬ 
ting. All questions shall be distinctly put in this fonn, viz: 
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"Those in favor of (as the question may be,) say Aye;" and 
after the affirmative voice is expressed, “Those opposed to 
the motion say No." If the Speaker doubts, or a division 
is called for, the House shall divide. Those in the affirma¬ 
tive of the question shall rise from their seats; and after¬ 
wards those in the negative. 

4. He shall have a right to name any member to per¬ 
form the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not 
extend beyond an adjournment. Whenever he is sick, or 
otherwise providentially unable to attend, or necessarily 
absent, the House shall elect a Speaker pro tern, who shall 
discharge the duties of Speaker till his return and no 
longer. 

5. Fifteen members shall have power to send for absent 
members or to move a call of the House; but no call of the 
House shall be made except on the concurrence of a ma¬ 
jority of the members present. A majority of the House 
shall be a quorum to transact business. 

6. When any member is about to speak or deliver any 
matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respect¬ 
fully address himself to the Speaker. 

7. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress 
the rules, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him 
to order; in which case the member so called to order shall 
immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain; and the 
House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case without de¬ 
bate. If the decision be in favor of the member so called 

to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and 
the case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the 
House. 

8. When two or more speakers happen to rise at the 
same time, the Speaker shall name the person who is first to 
speak. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without leave of the House; unless he be the mover 
or chainnan of the committee proposing the matter pend¬ 
ing, in which case he shall be permitted to speak in reply, 
but not until every member choosing to speak shall have 
spoken. 

10. Upon the call of the House for taking the ayes and 
noes on any question, names of the members shall be called 
alphabetically, and each member shall answer from his seat. 

11. When any question is taken by ayes and noes, and a 
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member who has been absent returns before the question is 
decided, he shall be privileged to make inquiry of the sub¬ 
ject before the House, and record his vote without discus¬ 
sion. 

12. When a motion is made it shall be stated by the 
Speaker; or if in writing, shall be read aloud by the Clerk; 

And every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker 
Or any member request it. 

13. Any member may call for a division of the question, 

When the sense will admit of it. 

14. Members shall particularly forbear personal re flee- 

Tions; nor shall any member name another in argument or debate. 

15. after a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by 
the Clerk, it shall be deemed in possession of the House, 
but may be withdrawn by leave of the House, at any time 
before decision. 

16. When a question is before the House motions may 
Be received in the following order, to-wit: 1st. To fix the 
Time to which the House shall adjourn. 2d. To adjourn. 

3d. To lay on the table. 4th. For the Previous question. 

5th. To postpone to a certain day, not beyond the probable 
Duration of the session. 6th. To commit. 7th. To amend. 

8th: To indefinitely postpone. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, even 
In the absence of a quorum. 

18. When a vote has passed, except on the previous 
question, or on motion to lay on the table, or to take from 
the table, it shall be in order for any member who voted 
with the majority to move for a reconsideration thereof on 
the same day, or within one hour after reading the journal 
on the succeeding day, and such motion, if made on the 
same day, shall be placed first on the orders of the day for the 
day succeeding that on which it is made; unless the mover 
desires present consideration; but if first moved on such 
succeeding day, it shall be forthwith considered; and when a 
motion for reconsideration is decided, that decision shall not 
be reconsidered, and no question, be twice reconsidered: 

Provided, however, that a motion to reconsider a vote, upon 
any incidental or subsidiary question, shall not remove the 
main subject under consideration from the House, but shall 
be considered at the time when it is made. 

19. No bill or joint resolution of this House shall be 
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sent to the Senate (unless by special order of the House,) 
until the time allowed for the last preceding rule for recon¬ 
sideration shall have passed. 

20. The previous question shall be in the following form: 
"Shall the main question be now put?" if demanded by a 
vote of a majority of the members present, its effect shall be 
to cut off all debate and bring the House to a direct vote. 
First upon the pending amendments, if there be any, in their 
order, and then on the main question, but the mover of the 
question, or the chainnan of the committee having charge 
of the bill or resolution, shall have the right to close the de¬ 
bate, after the call of the previous question has been sus¬ 
tained, for not more than fifteen minutes. 

21. The Speaker shall appoint all committees unless 
otherwise directed by The House; Provided, however, a ma¬ 
jority of each committee shall constitute a quorum. And 
the following shall constitute the standing committees of 
the House, to be composed of thirteen members each: 

I. Judiciary. 2. Revision of Laws. 3. Ways and 
Means. 4. Education. 5. Agriculture. 

The following, composed of eleven members each: 

6. Commerce and Common Carriers. 

7. Privileges and Elections. 

8. Penitentiary and Criminal Administration. 

9. Mining and Manufacturing. 

10. Appropriations. 

II. Corporations. 

12. Temperance. 

13. Public Health. 

14. Counties and County Boundaries. 

15. Local Legislation. 

16. Public Roads and Highways. 

17. Federal Relations. 

18. Public Buildings and Institutions. 

19. Immigration. 

The following, composed of nine members each: 

20. Military. 

21. Accounts and Claims. 

22. Fees and Salaries. 

23. Public Printing. 

The following, composed of seven members each: 

24. Engrossed Bills. 
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25. Enrolled Bills. 

26. Rules, composed of five members, with the Speaker 
as chainnan. 

22. In the appointment of a committee to visit any pub¬ 
lic institution of the State, no representative who is a resi¬ 
dent of an adjoining county, shall be appointed on such 
committee. 

23. Every member may be required to vote on any ques¬ 
tion before the House. When the ayes and noes are desired, 
the Speaker shall be first called, and if the House be equally 
divided, the question shall be lost. 

24. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of 
the House, unless he have leave, be sick, or unable to 
attend. 

25. The following shall be the order of business in the House: 

1. Reading of the journal of preceding day. 

2. Reports of committees on Engrossed and Enrolled Bills, but these committees may report at any time. 

3. Senate messages; provided that whenever any mes¬ 
sage is received, notifying the House of the passage of Sen¬ 
ate Bills, the Clerk shall, immediately after the passage is 
read, proceed to read the bills by their titles, (unless the 
reading be called for by some member, in which event the 
bill shall be read at length,) and referred forthwith to a com¬ 
mittee. The House shall then proceed with the business 
upon which it was engaged when the message was received. 

4. The unfinished business in which the House was en¬ 
gaged at its last adjournment. 

5. The call of counties in alphabetical order for bills, 
resolutions, memorials and petitions. If in any one day the 
call has not been completed by the hour of 12 in., the Speak¬ 
er shall begin on the next day, where he left off the preced¬ 
ing day. 

When the hour of 12 m., arrives, or before that hour, if the 
call of the counties has been completed, business shall pro¬ 
ceed in the following order: 

1. Reports of standing committees, for bills which they 
have reported favorably, which shall forthwith be read by 
their titles a second time and entered on the Calendar in 
the order in which they were read a second time. In the 
call of committees the Speaker shall call them in their order. 
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If the Speaker should not get through the call of committees 
before the House passes to other business, he shall resume 
next call where he left off. 

2. Executive messages shall have priority over other busi¬ 
ness, and as soon as received they shall be read by the Clerk, 
and a proper disposition be made of them; and the House 
shall thereupon proceed with the business engaged in when 
interrupted by the executive message. 

3. If there are any bills on the Calendar they shall be 
taken up at 1 p. m. on each day, unless reached earlier, and 
no bill on the Calendar shall be taken up out of its order, ex¬ 
cept by a vote of two thirds of the members. 

4. Miscellaneous business. 

26. The House may, by a vote of two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers present, suspend the consideration of any regular or 
special order, for the purpose of taking up another matter, 
and when that is disposed of, the consideration of the sus¬ 
pended order shall be resumod. 

27. Any matter may, by a vote of the majority of the 
members present, be made the special order for any hour, 
which shall take the precedence, at that hour, of any other 
business except a motion to reconsider. 

28. When a committee has decided adversely to any bill 
or resolution, such action shall not be reported to the house 
but such bills shall forthwith be returned to the Clerk, who 
shall note the unfavorable report on the docket or register of 
bills. Any member may call for any such bill under adverse 
report when the same may, by leave of the House, be read 
by its title a second time, and placed on the Calendar. Such 
call shall only be in order on any day, immediately after the 
call of the standing committee which acted on said bill. 

29. Upon the introduction of any bill, or when Senate 
bills are first acted on, the same shall be read by its title, un¬ 
less the reading be called for by some member, when it shall 
be read at length, and upon such reading at length, or by its 
title, the bill so read shall be referred to a committee with¬ 
out a vote being taken, unless objected to, and in that event 
the question of reference shall be put to the House; and no 
bill shall be ordered to a second reading till reported back 
from a committee. 

30. Bills, motions and reports may be committed or re¬ 
committed at the pleasure of the House. 

31. Every bill shall, on its first reading, be committed to 
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a standing committee, a select committee, or committee of the 
whole House; but commitment to one shall not preclude the 
commitment to either of the others, and on recommitment 
shall be open to amendment. 

32. No special committee shall report but upon leave 
granted by a vote of the House, except committees of in¬ 
quiry, which may report at any time. 

33. All bills shall be dispatched in order as they are in¬ 
troduced, unless when the House otherwise direct. 

34. When a bill shall pass it shall be certified by the 
Clerk, noting the date of its passage at the foot thereof. 

35. the House may resolve itself into a Committee of 
the Whole when deemed necessary ; and the rules of pro¬ 
ceeding in the House shall be observed in committees, as 
far as may be applicable, except that number of times of 
speaking and putting the previous question, shall not be ap¬ 
plicable in committee. 

36. In fonning a committee of the whole House, the 
Speaker shall leave his Chair, and a Chairman to preside in 
committee shall be appointed by the Speaker. 

37. Upon a bill being committed to a committee of 

the whole House, the same shall be first read throughout by 
the Clerk, and then again be read and debated by clauses, 
leaving the preamble to be the last considered. After the 
report the bill shall again lie subjected to debate and amend¬ 
ment by clauses, before the question of engrossing be taken. 

38. On all questions of filling blanks, the largest sum 
and most remote day shall first be put. 

39. Whenever it shall be necessary for a communication 
to be made from the House of Representatives to the Senate, 
it shall be under the signature of the Clerk. 

40. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the 
House without special leave. 

41. No bill or joint resolution shall be received, unless 
written on an entire sheet of paper, with the caption en¬ 
dorsed. 

42. After a vote had been ordered upon any question no 
member shall be permitted to explain his vote without leave 
of the House. 


43. When House bills are signed by the Speaker, there¬ 
upon the Clerk must, by message, notify the Senate and re¬ 
quest the signature of the President of the Senate to said 


bills. 
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44. The name of the member who introduces a bill or 
joint resolution shall be by him endorsed upon the same, 
and shall be inscribed by the Clerk upon The engrossed and 
enrolled copies when transmitted to the Senate or the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

45. In appointing a committee from the several subdi¬ 
visions of the State, the Speaker shall designate who shall be 
Chainnan of such committee. 

46. No person shall be allowed to smoke within the 
House lobby or gallery. 

47. All bills for amendment to any section or part of the 
Code, in which the subject ’matter is staled in the title by 
reference to the section or other sub-division of the Code, 
must contain on the back of the bill, immediately below the 
title, a brief statement of the general subject to which such 
section or sub-division relates. 

48. The Speaker shall, whenever he deems it necessary for 
the speedy dispatch of business, order the Calendar printed 
for the use of members. 

49. When the Chairman of a committee is sick or absent, 
the member whose name appears second on the committee 
shall, during the absence of the Chairman become Chair¬ 
man, and have power to call together the commit.tee for con¬ 
sideration of the bills. 

50. None of the foregoing rules shall be rescinded, with¬ 
out one day's notice of the motion thereof being given ; and 
a violation of either of them may be punished by such cen¬ 
sure as a majority of the House may direct. 

51. The tabling of any amendment or subsidiary motion, 
shall not have the effect of carrying with it the original bill 
or proposition.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, 
MONTGOMERY, November 14th, 1890. 

Mr. Speaker : 

I deliver to you, by the hands of the Private Secretary, 
unopened, the certificates of the board of supervisors of elec¬ 
tion, as to the election for Governor, Secretary of State, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Superintendent of Education and Altor- 
ney General, which have been received at this office.

JOINT RULES OF THE TWO HOUSES OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
OF ALABAMA. 

1. Upon the reception of a message from either house 
notifying the other of the originating and passing of bills, 
the secretary or clerk, as the case may be,shall,immediately 
after the message is read, proceed to read the bills by their 
titles unless the reading he called for by some member, in 
which event the bill shall be read at length, and it shall be 
ordered forthwith to a second reading, or referred to a com¬ 
mittee. The house or senate, as the case may be, shall then 
proceed with the business upon which it was engaged when 
the message was received. 

2. When house or senate bills are signed by the speaker 
or president of the senate, thereupon the clerk or secretary, 
as the case may be, shall notify the other house, and request 
the signature of the presiding officer to the same; and as 
soon as the message is read, the presiding officer shall im¬ 
mediately sign the bills in the presence of the house or 
senate, as prescribed by the constitution. 

3. That no local or special bill shall be introduced into 
either house unless the member who introduces it discloses 
at the time the fact that the notice required by the constitu¬ 
tion and laws has been given, and submits the proof thereof 
with the bill. 

4. Bills affecting individuals or private corporations are 
local or special bills within the meaning of the preceding 
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rule 3, but said rule does not apply to bills relating to public 
or educational institutions of, or in this state,or to industrial, 
mining, immigration, or manufacturing corporations, or in¬ 
terests, or to corporations for constructing canals, or improv¬ 
ing navigable rivers and harbors of this state; nor to bills 
which apply to all persons within the territorial limits to be 
affected thereby, and general in their application to the class or locality. 

5. All bills for amendment to any section or part of the 
code, in which the subject matter is stated in the title by 
reference to the section or other sub-division of the code, 
must contain Oil the back of the bill, immediately below the 
title, a brief statement of the general subject to which such 
section or sub-division relates.

JOINT RESOLUTION IN RELATION TO PUBLIC LAND IN THE STATE 
OF ALABAMA. 

Whereas, Senator Morgan has introduced a bill in the sen¬ 
ate of the United States, giving and granting to the state of 
Alabama, for the use and benefit of the public schools of 
said state all unsold government land, the title to which it 
now in the United States. 

Resolved, 1. That the senate and house of representa¬ 
tives, constituting the general assembly of Alabama, re¬ 
quest our representatives in congress to support said bill, 
and use their best endeavors to procure the passage of the 
same. 

Resolved 2. That a copy of this resolution be sent to 
each member of congress from this state. 

The consideration of which, under the rules, was post¬ 
poned till to-morrow. 

By Mr. Clayton— 

Resolved by the house (the senate concurring), that a com¬ 
mittee of five, composed of three from the house from the 
committee on temperance, and two from the senate, be ap¬ 
pointed to take and consider all bills which have passed 
either house, or to be passed prohibiting the sale,&c., of vin¬ 
ous, spirituous or malt liquors,&c., and to report a bill group¬ 
ing all such bills together into one bill commonly called an 
“ omnibus ” bill.

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

Since the adjournment of the general assembly in Febru¬ 
ary, 1889,1 have to report, in compliance with section 21 of 
an act, 

“To ratify and confirm the settlement of the existing in¬ 
debtedness of this state, us proposed in the report of the 
commissioners appointed under the act approved 17th of 
December, 1874, and which was communicated to the gen¬ 
eral assembly by message of the governor of 24th of Janu¬ 
ary, 1876, and to carry said settlement into effect by the

It is with pleasure that I call your attention to my special 
message of February 21st, 1889, wherein I referred to an 
error against the state in the exchange of certain bonds for 
Hollgarten & Co., on June 20th, 1879. I then stated to you 
that I was informed that the loss to the state would be made 
good. I now report, without application for relief ever hav¬ 
ing been made, the amount due the state, principal and in¬ 
terest, to wit: $1,350.00 has been covered into the treasury. 

Finally I direct your attention to section 15 of an act ap- 
preved February 28th, 1887, which instructs the governor to 
insure the state treasurer for one hundred thousand dollars 
in such guaranty or indemnity company as he might select. 

I have made assiduous effort to accomplish this guaranty but 
have not succeeeed in doing so. 

The watchfulness and fidelity of the present state treasu¬ 
rer is an assurance for the security of the funds, but I am 
of the opinion that the policy of causing the money in the 
treasury to be secured by guaranty companies is a good 
one and that the efforts to secure the insurance should be 
continued and in an amount sufficient to cover the money in 
the treasury.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By the recording secretary, Mr. Jones : 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., 

DECEMBER 2D, 1890. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

Section 124 of the code requires the treasurer to send by 
express to the fiscal agency in New York whatever money is 
necessary to meet interest Oil the state debt which is pay¬ 
able there. When special insurance is not ordered by the 
governor, the cost of this expressage is about four hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum, which is a useless expenditure. 

Sending money by express instead of remitting it by ex¬ 
change, saves the state from loss only from the insolvency of 
the drawers of the bills while the exchange is in transit to 
fiscal agency. No matter how funds are provided at the fis¬ 
cal agency, the risk of loss to the state by its failure re¬ 
mains, and the present law was not intended to and does not 
lessen or change that risk. 

The condition of the money market in this state is gener- 
all such that bankers are willing to place funds to the credit 
of the state at the fiscal agency in New York, if, upon so 
doing, the state could pay lo them here money which, under 
the present law, has to be expressed to New York. 

I respectfully recommend the passage of an act authoriz¬ 
ing the treasurer, with the approval of the governor, to pro¬ 
vide funds for the payment of interest in New York by pur¬ 
chasing at par here any certificate of deposit to the credit of 
the state at the fiscal agency in New York. This would 
save the state about $450.00 a year, and in no wise impair 
its security under the present method. The interest must 
be paid on the first of January, and any legislation to be ef¬ 
fective this year must be passed before recess.

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

I have approved house bills numbers 40 and 45. 

Although these bills charter corporations with large capi¬ 
tal stock, and with the privilege of still further increasing 
it, not a dollar of the stock is required to be paid in before 
the corporations are authorized to transact business, or at 
any other time except m the discretion of the corporations. 

The general incorporation laws wisely require a certain per 
cent, of the subscribed capital to be paid in before the cor¬ 
porations can organize and do business, and while the state 

can afford to be liberal in facilitating the organization of cor-porations for its development, there is no good reason 
why 

special exemptions from paying any part of the capital 
stock before engaging in business should be given by special 
acts, when they are denied by the general law. 

Scrutiny of these bills was as probably lulled by the fact that 
they are copies of the acts of the last general assembly. 

Their speedy passage, as 1 am reliably informed, will cause 
large investments in Alabama, which will be imperilled by 
the necessary delay in amending]the bills in these particulars. 

In view of these facts, and the control reserved to the 
general assembly by section 1 of article 14 of the constitu- 
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tion, I did not deem it my duty to withhold my approval, 
but my action on these bills is not intended as a precedent 
in like cases should they arise in the future.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jones, recording secretary : 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, } 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., December 9th, 1890. } 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 

One of my predecessors, in a special message to the gen¬ 
eral assembly in 1882, said that “almost from the first day 
of its organization the penitentiary has been a source of 
solicitude to the state, and until very recently its operations 
have been unprofitable in every sense." While the system 
has long since ceased to be "unprofitable" in a pecuniary 
sense, and has been improved in many ways by wiser laws 
and better supervision, it is to me, as I doubt not it is to 
you, a source of anxious and continuing concern. 

On the first day of October, 1890, there were one thousand, 
seven hundred and seventy seven state and county convicts; 
of whom eleven hundred and twenty-three were state con¬ 
victs, and six hundred and fifty-four were county convicts. 
On the first day of October, 1888, there were 1,593 convicts, 
of whom 740 were state convicts, and 853 county convicts. 
On the first, day of October, 1886, there were 1,463 convicts, 
of whom 559 were state, and 904 county convicts. On the 
first day of October, 1884, there were 1,626, of whom 527 
were state convicts and 1,099 county convicts. On Decem¬ 
ber 1st, 1883, there appears to have been 951 county con¬ 
victs. This was the first record ever made of county con¬ 
victs, and was imperfect owing to the lack of means to com¬ 
pel county officers to make reports. It will be noticed that 
for each of these years there has been a gradual increase in 
the number of state convicts, and a gradual decrease of the 
number of county convicts as compared with each other. 

In 1884, the county convicts nearly doubled the state con¬ 
victs; while in 1890, the reverse was true. Under the 
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present laws and conditions we have little ground to indulge 
the hope that the number of convicts will not increase in the 
future. 

The female convicts are rapidly increasing; being now 
seventy-two in number, as against 26, six years ago. Since 
January, 1888, these women have not been hired out. Dur¬ 
ing that time, while under the immediate care and control of 
the state, only one has become pregnant, while such cases 
were very common when under the care of contractors. 

It is not pleasant, and can not be useful, except to draw 
profitable lessons from the experience of the past, to recall 
instances of cruelty and oppression which have accompanied 
the various stages of the state's efforts to deal with the 
large number of those whom society, for its own protection, 
has left bound to punish. A graphic and truthful history of 
the evils or the system as late as 1882, may be round in some 
very able papers written by the then president of the State 
Medical Association, and the consequent discussion of the 
matter in the press at that time. An act to regulate the 
treatment and hire of the state convicts—Acts 1882-3, p. 

134—was the fruit of this discussion and made some valuable 
changes. Among these, was the power given the governor 
to annul any contract at pleasure. Further protection was 
given county convicts in the inspection required to be made 
every three months by the state inspectors, who were to re¬ 
port to the judges of probate upon the treatment and condi¬ 
tion of the convicts. The law, however, permitted county 
convicts to be hired in small squads, and they were scattered 
over the state at one time in as many as twenty-three dif¬ 
ferent places. This made it difficult to enforce proper in¬ 
spection. Records were required to be kept for the first 
time at the capitol, from which it could be ascertained where 
each convict was and when his term expired. This was an 
important provision, for it often happened that a convict was 
found at work in the custody of contractors long after his 
sentence had expired. 

At the session of 1885 additional legislation was had, by 
which many sweeping reforms were effected and with which 
you are entirely familiar. This act, with a few amendments, 
is the law under which the system is at present controlled. 
Under the new law, energetically and honestly administered, 
improvement has continued ; but there are very many vital 
matters in which the system should be changed. 
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The death rate among the state and county convicts, at 
work in the mines, is larger than it should be, and authority 
should be given for proper scientific examination to detect 
and remedy the cause, if possible. Numerous examinations 
have been made at Pratt Mines, not only by the inspectors 
but bv physicians of eminence, including our own state 
health officer, and visitors from other states. All agree that 
the arrangements at Pratt Mines, (where the leased state 
convicts are employed,) for feeding, clothing and sheltering 
the convicts, and their general surroundings are excellent, 
but there appears to be some cause of sickness at Pratt 
Mines, though in a less degree than at the other mines where 
convicts are worked, which has not been traced. 

The condition of county convicts is not as good as that of 
the state convicts; the death rate of the former being twice 
that of latter. The explanation of this difference lies in the 
fact that the management and surrounding of county con¬ 
victs is not as good as that of state convicts, because the sick 
and disabled state convicts are taken to the penitentiary 
and there recuperated before being returned to labor at the 
mines ; while there is no such protection for the county con¬ 
victs. The sick and feeble county convicts must recuperate 
and be cared for at the prison of the contractor, and this, 
however well kept, is not a suitable place for building up 
the sick and feeble ; for a change of location, surroundings, 
and especially of water, will frequently do more than medi¬ 
cine. There are provisions, among them section 4657 of the 
code, which provide that any convict hired in the mines, 
who after wards becomes unfit to do such work, may on the 
recommendation of the physician, or by order of the inspec¬ 
tors, be removed from the mines and put to some “other 
kind of hard labor.” There is no adequate provision for 
hard larbor at the penitentiary; besides it was believed that 
under decisions of the supreme court a county convict taken 
from hard labor and employed at the walls would be released 
on habeas corpus. There was no such danger in reference 
to state convicts, as they were sentenced to serve a term of 
imprisonment in the penitentiary, and are subject, to be 
leased or hired out by the board of inspectors. I do not 
stop to enquire whether the county convicts detained at the 
walls for the purpose of restoring their health, would be re¬ 
leased on habeas corpus. All doubts should be removed by 
clear and specific statutory provisions. Humanity to the 
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county convicts demands this; and the county which re¬ 
ceives the benefit of the hire should be made to pay to the 
state all the costs and expenses of taking care of their con¬ 
victs, while in the hospital or being recuperated at the walls. 

Some of the plans discussed for the bettennent of our 
present system contemplate the closing of our penitentiary 
and even its sale. It is alleged that too many “dead-heads” 
are kept there, and that the expenses of carrying convicts 
to and from the walls, when sick or disabled at the work at 
which they are engaged at the mines and maintaining them 
till they can be returned, is an unnecessary and extravagant 
expenditure. I will not do injustice to the people whom we 
represent by supposing that they are willing to save money 
by leaving convicts to sicken and die, rather than to pay 
something to remove them to the penitentiary and support 
them there, until restored to health. Revenue has no place 
in the discussion of such a question. The objection, however, 
is utterly untenable in fact. I leam from the records of the 
convict bureau that the expenses of the hospital at the 
penitentiary during the last four years were $5,469.39, and 
that the convicts who have been restored to health and then 
returned to the mines, have earned since January 1st, 1888, 
$16,159.89. Some of these convicts were worked for a while, 
before being returned to the mines, at farm work near the 
penitentiary ; but the value of their work while so engaged 
is not included in the last named sum. 

Under the contract with the hirers of the state convicts 
they are bound to pay, and do pay the expenses of taking 
disabled men to the penitentiary and back to their work. 

If, however, all the expenses of transporting the convicts 
to and from the walls—which includes the transporta¬ 
tion of females who are not hired out, of boys under 
15 years of age, persons who on account of sickness 
when convicted are sent directly to the penitentiary, 
the transportation of witnesses from any prison to any 
court and back under section 4631 of the code, transpor¬ 
tation of insane convicts to the asylum, and the transporta¬ 
tion of convicts who are discharged while at the penitentiary 
—is charged up to the hospital, it would not amount to more 
than three thousand dollars for the four years last past, and 
including the other expenses of the hospital, it, would not 
amount to more than fifty per cent of the saving effected in 
the labor of the restored convicts. So it appears that hu¬ 
manity has been profitable. 
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It appears to me that it would be the height of unwisdom 
to abandon the use of the penitentiary or to sell it. Where 
could the sick and disabled convicts be kept and restored to 
health, unless the state maintains a penitentiary? What 
fears would contractors have of a contract being abrogated, 
if it was known the state had no place where convicts could 
be properly kept until new arrangements could be made? If 
the board of inspectors would deem it to the interest of the 
State to reject bids, what provisions could the state make for 
caring for convicts while advertising for other proposals? If 
the large prisons at Pratt Mines were destroyed by accidental 
fire, where would the state take its convicts while the prison 
was being rebuilt? Epidemics, abrogation of contracts, or 
other emergencies might require a temporary removal of the 
convicts in large numbers to the walls. The great freshet of 
1886, which drove convicts from the state fann, furnishes a 
striking illustration of the need for the state's maintaining a 
place where it can take care of its convicts. 

Again, there are some convicts who ought never to be put 
under contract or hired out at all; such as weakly females, 
small boys, and men, who while able to do light work are 
unable to perfonn any kind of real hard-labor. In the hands 
of a contractor, under the wisest safeguards, the feeble are 
in danger of over-work. The strong who do good work are 
generally the favorites of contractors. Convicts are hired to 
make money out of their labor. It is not a pleasant busi¬ 
ness and profit is its only inducement. Often when a con¬ 
tractor does his best, and earnestly seeks to guard convicts 
against oppression, it is not always in his power to do so 
effectually; for human nature is prone to abuse power, and 
guards when out of sight of their employers often mistreat 
convicts, without the knowledge or approval of their hirers. 

The state has spent large sums of money in building and 
maintaining the penitentiary. The property is valuable as 
an investment. Standing near the head of navigation it will 
become exceedingly valuable to the state in the near future, 
when the Coosa river is opened by the general government; 
which will be accomplished, if the present appropriations 
are continued, within ten or twelve years. 

I heartily concur in the recommendation of the inspectors, 
that the cells at the walls should be altered to accommodate 
as many convicts as possible; for the reasons already stated, 
and because the state, by being prepared to care for and 
21 h 
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work its convicts, will be in a better condition to demand its 
own terms for such of the convicts as it may choose to hire 
out. The abandonment of the lease system is a mere ques¬ 
tion of time. I will not here argue the objections to it. They 
are thoroughly impressed on your minds and in public opin¬ 
ion. When abandoned some other system must take its 
place. We can never abandon it. unless we make a beginning. 
What is wisest and best cannot always be determined by 
statute. The state authorities should be given some discre¬ 
tion, that they may adopt and put in force such plans 
as appear to them most feasible and test them by actual 
experionce. 

For this purpose, I recommend that the board of inspec¬ 
tors, with the approval of the governor, be authorized to ac¬ 
quire by purchase or condemnation, 400 or 500 acres of land 
in the vicinity of the walls, on which can be worked small 
boys and persons unfit to be sent to contractors. Recent 
operations at the penitentiary induce the belief that cotton 
and provisions raised on such fann would suffice to pay for 
the food and clothing of the convicts at the walls. The 
board should also be authorized to procure machinery for 
small industries, such as making brooms, mats, socks, &c. 
Convicts who cannot do out-door work, and some expert con¬ 
vict mechanics could in this way be made self-sustaining, if 
not profitable. The cost of such machinery would probably 
not exceed $1,500. It is believed, though there has not been 
an opportunity to give the matter mature consideration, that 
some of the convicts at the walls might be made self-sus¬ 
taining in making brick. 

If authority be conferred upon the governor and board of 
inspectors as above stated, it will enable them to determine 
by practical experience many of the questions which must 
be determined by any commission which is raised, as is pro¬ 
posed in the message of the retiring governor and in some 
bills now pending. I thereforere commend that the general 
assembly authorize the board, with the approval of the gov¬ 
ernor, to expend out of the convict fund a sum not exceeding 
$20,000. The condition of the treasury will admit this outlay. 
Some one must be trusted with the matter, and to whom 
better can it be left, than to a governor elected by the people, 
and a board of inspectors nominated by him and confirmed 
by the senate. Responsibility for the working of a system 
should always be accompanied with power to make it effect¬ 
ive. 
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I earnestly invite your attention to the abuses resulting 
from allowing courts, other than courts of record, to sentence 
prisoners to hard labor for the payment of costs. Many such 
cases arise where it would be better for the good of society 
that the offender should go unpunished, than to have him 
placed in the mines, and undergo punishment there for the 
payment of costs. A recent instance has come to my atten¬ 
tion, where a justice of the peace, who afterward sought to 
correct his mistake as soon as he ascertained it, put to hard 
labor in the mines one who had been adjudged a lunatic and 
escaped from the lunatic asylum. 

Cases of violation of Sunday laws, vagrancy, assaults, as¬ 
saults and battery, affrays, petit larceny, failure to work on 
the public roads, and the like, are within the jurisdiction of 
justices of the peace; and in many of these cases the costs 
far exceed the fines, and imprisonment at hard labor for the 
costs practically amounts to cruel and unusual punishment. 

It is known to us all that many disputes arise among negroes 
for which they prosecute each other criminally, and where 
the harm done society by the violation of the law is slight 
compared with the punishment which the offender undergoes 
for the payment of costs. The system incites useless perse¬ 
cutions, and piles up costs, demoralizes the labor of the 
country, and words great hardship in this way upon em¬ 
ployers. 

I recommend that section 4492 of the code be amended, 
so as to require that, wherever a sentence for hard labor is 
for more than twelve months, that judges be required to sen¬ 
tence the persons to imprisonment in the penitentiary, and 
not leave it to their discretion to put them to hard labor for 
the county. No other argument is needed for this, than the 
fact that the death rate of county convicts is twice as great 
as that of state convicts. 

It is greatly to be desired that our system of punishment 
should not be such as to require more protection from the 

convict after his term expires, than before he was put in the penitentiary. Most of the convicts, it, is true, can never be 

refonned; but we ought not on that account to abandon the 

effort to save those who may be bettered. Authority should 

be given board of inspectors to take the young boys and 

other convicts, who in their, judgment may be refonned, and 

put them to themselves at some place where they can not 

only labor but be taught and improved. 
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In the short time since my induction into office, I have not 
had an opportunity to prepare and submit to the general as¬ 
sembly many recommendations which I deem of importance. 
The subject here treated, however, is is of such consequence 
that I deem it best to bring it to your attention now, that 
you may have the benefit of discussion and investigation du¬ 
ring the recess, and be the better prepared to act on it upon 
your reassembling. THO’S G. JONES,

MONTGOMERY, Dec. 10, 1890. 

To the House of Representatives : 

Therewith return, without my approval, and for the re-con¬ 
sideration required by the constitution, house bill 6,“to 
amend section 2 of an act to incorporate the Anniston Loan 
and Trust Company of Anniston, Alabama, approved Feb¬ 
ruary 28th, 1889.” 

The bill amends section 2 of an act to incorporate the An¬ 
niston Loan and Trust Company of Anniston, Alabama, by 
adding to the powers of said corporation as enumerated in 
said section, certain other grants of power, not material to 
be here mentioned. 

This is a plain violation of section 2, article IV of the 
constitution, which declares that “no law shall be 
revised, amended, or the provisions thereof extended or 
conferred by reference to its title only, but so much thereof 
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as is revived, amended, extended or conferred shall be re¬ 
enacted and published at length." 

In the language of the supreme court of Alabama, the 
obvious design of the constitution “is to establish a rule of 
legislation which shall operate as far as possible to induce 
the members of the general assembly to fully know and in¬ 
telligently consider the details of every measure. The en¬ 
tire law or portion of law designed to be made operative in 
either of the ways specified, must be setout at length so that 
when read it may be comprehended by those called on to 
vote for or against its passage, and when published it may 
be plainly understood and easily construed. 

“It would be difficult to conceive a more effective method 
of defeating this important and salutary purpose than that 
adopted in this bill, by which the legislature attempts to 
amend, extend and confer the provisions of an important 
statute by mere general reference to the section amended.”— 
Stewart vs. Commissioners, 28 Alabama, 309; Bay-Shell 
Railroad Co. vs. O’Donnell, 87 Alabama, 387. 

I regret that the meritorious bill must fail for want of con¬ 
formity to the constitution, but that degree is lessened by 
the reflection that it is better so, than for the courts to nul¬ 
lify the statute after money has been loaned and contracts 
made on the faith of an unconstitutional law.

Memorial from the Hale county association of confederate veterans in reference to an appropriation tor the maimed 
confederate soldiers and widows, and for the confederate monument; 
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Which was read, and on motion, referred to committee on 
appropriations. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Alabama : 

At the semi-aunual meeting of the Conrederate Veterans Association of Hale county, the undersigned were appointed 
a committee to memorialize your honorable body, in the in¬ 
terest of the disabled confederate soldiers of the state, and 
the widows of those who perished in defense of their state 
and country. Unquestionably these men took up arms, and 
went to the front, in obedience to the call of their state, and 
of the general government to which they believed that they 
owed allegiance. They were true and valiant men. No 
state or country ever had more loyal citizens, and no soldiers 
were ever readier to sacrifice personal interests, and life it¬ 
self for the public welfare. Such men are invaluable, and 
their lives are indispensable to every form of civil govern¬ 
ment. Their cheerful and hearty services put forth in the 
interest of their people, create an obligation that no amount 
of money could possibly meet. This is the relationship 
which we sustain to the “disabled soldiers” in our midst, and 
to the widows of those who fell during the late war, or since 
its close. If we, in common with the people of the south, 
had lost all of our resources, our helplessness and poverty 
might excuse us for inattention to the old maimed veterans 
in our state, and to the widows of their dead comrades. But 
this is not the case. It is true that the losses of the south 
were at first appallingly great. And in addition to all of the 
other misfortunes of Alabama, political charlatans recklessly 

ran up the stale debt until it reached the immense sum of $30,000,000. But by industry, energy, enterprise and en¬ 
durance, the southern people have retrieved their fortunes. 

They have displayed genius and power seldom equaled in 
the history of modem civilization. Conspicuous among the 
southern states, and even the states of the great American 
Union, stands Alabama. For her age among the sisterhood 
of states and for the extent of her territory, she is unrivalled 
for the intelligence and progress of her people, as well as 
for the wonderful resources which a munificent providence 
has given her. In her case, in common wilh her illustrious 
sisters, “the Lost Cause” has become a misnomer. Alabama 
is richer to day in available wealth than she has ever been.

She is doubtless better able to meet all of the just fiscal obli-gations that rest upon her, than she womd have been if the 
“Southerin Confederacy” had secured its independence. The spirit of the dead confederacy, if it could have 

seen a quarter of a centnry into the future, in the darkest day of its calamity, might have said in the 

presence of its bitterest foe, “Rejoice not over me, O mine enemy, for when I fall I shall rise again !” There 
is not a great principle for which the southern soldier fought, bled and died, that has not in the 

providence of God, been secured to him or to his pos- terity. The integrity of the states has been preserved, we 
are back in the Federal Union, with equal rights and privi- leges of the people of any state, and the flag of the 
greatest republic in the world’s hislory floats in peace and triumph over us. No man who is at all acquainted with 
the growth, wealth and power of Alabama, will question her ability to meet fully every just and honorable financial 
obligation that rests upon her. She will likely levy a tax this year upon $275,000,000, and since the property of the 
state is assessed at only two-thirds of its actual value, this fact indicates that the real wealth of Alabama to-day is 
not less than $425,- 000,000. With such a financial basis as this to stand upon will the people of the great and 
sovereign State of Alabama, through her representatives in her general assembly, con- tinue as at present, to dole 
out a few dollars annually to our maimed soldiers, and the widows of our heroic dead ? Pre-ceding legislatures have 
honored themselves by acknowledg- ing this just claim, in former appropriations. It was wise, perhaps, at first, to 
move with caution and conservatism in this direction, but the time has evidently come for Alabama to do 
something worthy of her wealth, the intelligence and Christian liberality of her people, and worthy of her proud and 
commanding place among the sisterhood of states! One mill of additional tax, levied for this purpose, upon the prob¬ 
able taxable value of property of the state, $275,000,000, would bring into the treasury $275,000 annually. Estimat¬ 
ing, approximately, the number of claimants at 850 men and 3150 women, this sum would secure each per year about 
$70. What a boon this little sum would be to the poor “wooden-legged” soldier who is trying to plow and hoe in his 
rented field to support dimself and family ! And what a God-send to the dead soldier’s widow and her fatherless 
children! If the appropriation is sufficiently guarded, so as to prevent 
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possibility of fraud, the claimants will diminish annually and the amounts proportioned to each beneficiary may 
become larger, or the tax be diminished, until the appropriation shall disappear in the death of the claimants. If some 
such course as this is pursued, Alabama will not only meet her obliga- tions to the wreck of one of the finest 
armies ever mustered upon the fields of wars, but she will help to educate and train citizen soldiers for the perilous 
emergencies through which all people and countries must necessarily pass. Every state and nation that would 
maintain its institutions, must place an exalted estimate upon patriotism and valor. This is especialiy true of all 
free countries. The safety of a govern- ment is found in the intelligence, virtue and prowess of her citizens. We do not 
claim anything more than approximate accuracy for the assumed facts upon which this argument is mainly built. But 
we feel assured that when the whole truth has been fully ascertained, the force of this plea for our “maimed 
soldiers” and “the widows of our chivalrous dead” will not be weakened. We were instructed also to call to the 
attention of yonr honorable body the unfinished condition of “the Confederate Soldiers’ Monument” located on 
capitol hill in the city of Montgomery, and to ask that such an appropriation be made as will finish it in a style and 
manner honorable to the State of Alabama and worthy of our illustrious confederate heroes. We give all honor to 
our noble and patriotic women who have stinted and saved that they might give all they could to perpetuate the 
memories of those who fought and died in the defense of them and their homes. But we insist upon it, that 
Alabama is no longer in such a condition as to allow any more drafts upon the “pin money” of these unselfish 
and lovely guardians of our homes, firesides and hearts.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

The joint committee appointed to take into consideration the propriety of increasing the number of Judicial circuits 
and chancery divisions in this state, and of rearranging the same, and to prepare bills providing for an increase of the 
number of judicial circuits and chancery divisions if it should be deemed advisable, make the following report: 
During the recess, the committee addressed a circular let- ter to each circuit judge, circuit solicitor, circuit clerk, 
chan-cellor, and register in chancery in this state, calling for in-fonnation in detail pertaining to the inquiry embodied 
in the resolution, and which the committee was required to answer. 

I. The infonnation derived by the committee from sources above named and pertaining to the chancery courts and 
from other sources, is very meagre, and does not show a suf-ficient demand for the creation of a new chancery 
division; therefore, the fonnation of a new chancery division is not deemed advisable. 

2. The infonnation derived by the committee from avail-ables sources, and which infonnation is very full and in de¬ 
tail, shows a demand upon the circuit judges of the state of one hundred and two more weeks of court time. The de¬ 
mand for nearly all of this additional time comes from a part of the counties in the second and third circuits and 
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from the counties of the 8th and 9th circuits, and makes the creation of two additional judicial circuits not only 
advisable, but necessary for the administration of justice. In many of these counties the dockets are already so 
crowded that, un- der the present time allowed, it would take perhaps two years to clear them of the cases 
already in court. The com-mittee ascertained, upon full and careful investigation, that the present number of judges 
cannot meet the requirement for additional time for the courts. Under the time, as fixed in the code of 1886, 
the average timea circuit judge was re-quired to sit on the bench was thirly-two and a fraction weeks in the year. 
Under tne statutes passed since then, the average time ofthe circuit judge has been much in- creased. On 
account of the growth of the population of the state, the rapid development of our natural resources has greatly 
increased litigation, so that the present number of circuit judges cannot dispose of the business of the courts promptly 
to the end that justice may be done without delay. And the committee has heard no complaint against the judges 
themselves, but they have been uniformly reported to be learned, efficient and industrious. Therefore, your 
committee herewith reports a bill for the formation of two additional circuits. 

3. To meet the demand for the additional time required for the chancery court of Tuskaloosa county, the 
committee reports that a bill can be introduced giving the said court three additional days of time. 

4. Your committee herewith reports a bill changing the time of holding the circuit court of Tuskaloosa county, 
which will meet the demand for additional time in that county. 

5. Your committee reports a bill to define the second ju- dicial circuit, a bill to define the third judical circuit, and a 
bill to define the eighth, ninth and tenth judicial circuits.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, private secretary. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

January 24th, 1891. 

Gentlemen, of the General Assembly: 

In a large and rapidly growing state, the needs of govern- ment and proper care for the public interest will necessarily 
press from time to time for increased expenditure of public money. 

A number of meritorious bills are now pending before you, calling for special appropriations, and a bill is also under 
consideration providing for a further reduction of taxation. 

The proper disposition of these measures compels candid and thuughtful enquiry whether the condition of the 
treasury is sufficient for the needs of the government; and whether, under present conditions, there is any element 
of real regard for the best interests of the people, in the proposition to still further reduce the rate of taxation. 

At the commencement of the present session—excluding special funds not available for general purposes—there was 
a balance in the state treasury of $200,944.82. The State's income from property taxes for the fiscal year ending Sep¬ 
tember 30th, 1891, is now a matter of certainty, and after deducting the expense of collection will amount to $935,918. 
The total income from other sources it is certain will not amount to more than $600,000, so that the legislature will 
have subject to appropriations for the fiscal year the sum of $1,736,862. 

27 h 
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The ordinary disbursemerts for the corresponding period, not including any special appropriations whatsoever, will 
amount to $1,697,320, and would leave a balance on hand September 30th, 1891, of $38,542, prpvided no apecial ap¬ 
propriations are made. 

The auditor estimates the total income for the fiscal year ending September 30th, 1892, as $1,624,500, which with the 
balance of $39,542, wonld make available for general appro-priations during that fiscal year $1,664,042. 

He estimates disbursements for the same period $1,627, 088—not including any special appropriations whatsoever— 
which would leave $36,954 in the treasury after every dol- lar of the income estimated by him has been received. 
The only estimated increase of importance for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1892. is $100,000, and this is 
from an increase in value of property. Except as to some railroad enterprises not yet finished, and which will be sub¬ 
ject to taxation in 1892, the estimate of iucrease from this source is purely conjectural. The estimated increase of 
$100,000 on the value of the property is arrived at by taking ten per cent, increase on the preceding year’s estimate, 
and this calculation is borne out by the experience of the past few years, but there are contingencies which are 
likely to produce different results. The great loss of confidence and feeling of uncertainty which would result from 
the passage of the “Force Bill”—which now seems highly probable— would go a great way towards decreasing 
instead of increas- ing values. Any serious disaster to our staple crops the coming year, or marked depression in 
the iron trade, would also have a depressing effect on the values assessable in 1892. The presidential election which 
occurs in that year always interferes more or less with business and exercises a down- ward rather than an upward 
tendency in values. 

For all these reasons it would seem that the calculation of increase of $100,000 in general taxes is probably not well 
founded. If the increase is only $50,000 it will leave a small deficit in the treasury on the 30th September, 1892, 
although no special appropriations whatever are made. 

It is also proper to state that the extension of prohibition laws over territory where licenses were formerly issued 
may decrease the amount from that source to some extent. 

It is proper also to state that there may be confidenlly expected an increase of at least ten thousand dollars from 
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the convict system if the measures which failed from errors in enrollment are re-elected, as I doubt not that they 
will be. 

For this condition of the treasury you are no wise respon- sible. It has resulted from the rapid reduction of taxation 

to such a low rate, that the State now has practically no more revenue for carrying on the Government than it had 

in 1876; and this in the face of the fact that its increase in population, since then, has been over 300,000 and the in¬ 
crease in values has been $123,133,873. 

It is the inevitable result of cutting down taxes beyond the limits demanded by an enlightened an economical ad¬ 
ministration of the people's governraent. It hardly admits of question that such governmental policy is not the 

wisest, best, or to the truest interest of the people. 

Since 1876, in addition to the large increase in population, business and industries have been greatly diversified, and 
the subjects and problems with which Government has to deal have steadily grown in number. Under the restricted 

policy in the past, many of the real wants of government have been practically ignored, until the pressure for help 

can no longer be denied. The needs of the insane and for the deaf, dumb and blind have increased and continued 

to demand recognition and aid. The maimed and indigent Confederate soldiers can no longer be left to inake their 
way as best they can. The public schools urgently demand more money. The time allotted for the 

administration of justice in several circuits, practically makes the courts there a mockery. Our highest court is 
overburdened with work, and an addition to its membership is urgently demanded by every 

consideration of the public good. The state house itself is badly in need of repairs which cannot be 

postponed. 

These are some of the important, matters—in addition to the ordinary and usual appropriations for schools, the 

pay- ment of interest on the public debt and the expense of civil government—which the state must provide for 
now, unless it is willing to inflict upon its people the evils of a practical abdication of some of the highest 
functions of good govern- ment. 

This condition of things should be an ample and emphatic answer to the disposition manifested in some quarters to de¬ 
lude the people by talk of further reduction of the tax rate at this time. Such a reduction, if made, would result in 
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great harm to the state and every interest with which gov- eminent has to deal. Our financial situation, therefore, calls 
for calm and thoughtful deliberation. It does not demand niggardly economy, or denial of the meritorious wants which 
press upon the legislature. 

It is believed that an increase of the judicial circuits and an addition to the membership of the supreme court will 
result in the unclogging of the wheels of justice in criminal as well as civil matters, and will in the matter of 
feeding prisoners alone, save nearly as much as the cost of provid- ing for the circuils. 

The amount recommended to be expended in improve- ments aud additions to the penitentiary, as already stated, 
will probably be met by the increased income from the con- vict system. The state’s receipts for this purpose might 
be added to by the sale of the state farm, if the legislature will authorize it. It is subject to overflow, is sickly, has no 
im-provements upon it, and no timber which is worth the cost of cutting and hauling to market. It has been rented 
for a number of years at $500 per annum, and there is reason to believe that it could be sold for something more than 
six thousand dollars. I recommend that the legislature fix a minimum bid, and authorize the property to be sold and 
conveyed, and the proceeds paid into the treasury to aid in defraying the expenses necessary for the additions which 
may be authorized to the penitentiary. 

In the auditofs estimate of disbursements for this fiscal year and that ending September 30th, 1892, is included 
$5,000 per annum for repairing and refurnishing the capitol. This amout is absolutely necessary for the safety and 
pre-servation of the building, and the appropriation is not an additional appropriation within the meaning of the term 
as here used. It would save expense to the state in the long run if the bnilding were heated by steam and 

ligted by electricity. At present its legislative halls are shockingly ventilated, exposed to cold draughts, and 
unmodern in every respect. There has been scarcely a year in which the death of some member of the general 
assembly could not be traced to exposure in its badly ventilated halls and the damp and cold draughts of 

air which sweep the approaches to them. No man whose opinion is worth respecting, could object to a reasonable 
appropriation by the people's repre-sentatives to cure these evils. 
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The legislature has already made proper provision for the accommodation of the insane out of this year’s revenues, 
and may still make out of next year’s revenues a similar appropriation for the deaf, dumb and blind. 

During the two last fiscal years, the legislature appropri- ated twenty-five thousand dollars per anuum for the relief 
of the maimed and indigent confederate soldiers and widows ; or more accurately speaking $50,000 at the first fiscal 
year of the bi-ennial session. The auditor’s estimate of expendi- tures for this and the next fiscal year do not 
include any ex-penditures under this head. Humanity, honor and proper self respect, all demand that this state 
should make some appropriation for this large and deserving class of our fellow-citizens. There should be no 
hesitation in imposing a special tax to meet it.

I transmit hetewith a printed memorial to the Governor and the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, from 
George Wilkinson, receiver of the Newark Savings Institu- tion, who, as such, is the holder of one hundred bonds 
of the State of Alabama for one thousand dollars each, issued un- der an act approved March 3d, 1870, to “lend 
the credit of the State of Alabama to the Montgomery and Eufaula Rail- road Company for the purpose of 
expediting the construe- tion of its railroad wit.hin this state.” 

The memorial, with the affidavit attached, claims the ac-quisition of the bonds in conformity to the act of the legis¬ 
lature and in the utmost good faith, and argues against the reasons urged by a former committee of your honorable 
bod- ies for declining to investigate this claim. 

It seems that these bonds are not provided for in the debt settlement, and, from the best infonnation I can gather, 
were not presented to the commissioners for adjustment. 

The memorialists pray for a commission to examine into the evidence and report whether these bonds were in fact 
fairly acquired, in good faith for value, and whether some just settlement ought not to be made with the 
memorialists therefor. 

It seems to me that the state ought al|least investigate this claim, and that no injustice can be done it by an examina¬ 
tion before one of its own tribunals, into the merits of the claim. I, therefore, recommend that your honorable bodies 
authorize the attorney general to hear the memorialists and all other evidence that may be adduced, and 
report to the 
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next general assembly what disposition, in equity and jus- tice, should be made of this claim.

To the Governor and General Assembly of the State of Alabama : 

George Wilkinson, as receiver of the Newark Savings In-stitution of Newark, New Jersey, respectfully shows to the 
Governor and General Assembly of Alabama that he is the holder of one hundred bonds of the State of Alabama for 
$1,000 each, executed and put in circulation by the State under the act approved March 3, 1870, entitled “An act to 
lend the credit of the State of Alabama to the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company for the purpose of 
expedit- ing the construction of its railroad within said State.” Said act is found in the printed acts of 1869- 
70, pages 376, 377, and a copy thereof hereto attached. 

The said one hundred bonds are held and owned by George Wilkinson as the receiver of the Newark Savings 
Institution of Newark, New Jersey, by which they were purchased from George Opdyke & Company, the agents of 
the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company, at ninety (90) cents on the dollar and accrued interest. 

That said bonds are part of an issue of three hundred bonds of $ 1,000 each issued by the State under said act and 
dated April 1, 1870, and payable January 1, 1900, with semi-annual interest coupons attached, at the rate of 8 per 
cent, per annum, payable on the first days of July and Jan- uary of each year until January, 1900, when the 
principal becomes due. 

That said bonds were executed, issued, and sold in strict conformity to the act; that they were listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange and thereby stamped as valid and meritorious securities in that market. They were purchased 
by said Savings Institution not as a speculation, but as an investment of the hard earnings of the poor confided to 
them for safe investment. 

That George Opdyke & Company were at the time brokers dealing in public securities, and on the day of the purchase 
of the said one hundred bonds it also bought of him $60,-

000 of bonds of the city of Des Moines and $125,000 of bonds of Washington county, Illinois; that the purchase 

was made by Daniel Dodd, the president of the Newark Savings Institution, and contemporaneous entries were 

made in the books of the institution of the said purchase, which were all made in perfect good faith, relying 
upon the pledge of the faith and credit of the State of Alabama for the pay- ment of said bonds and without 
any knowledge on the part of the said Dodd of any circumstances affecting the regulari- ty of the issue of 

the said bonds. 

That the State has paid all interest on said bonds, and the coupons therefor were cut off and surrendered up to 

January, 1873, but that since that date no interest has been paid and no provision whatever has been made by the 
State for its payment. 

That the report of the commissioners to ascertain, adjust, and liquidate claims against the State of Alabama arising 
from bonds issued or endorsed by the State did not refer to the issue of bonds now under discussion, except to 
state its amount. As regards the bonds of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company and several other 
railroad com- panies mentioned in connection therewith, the report of the commissioners only referred to the fact 
that there was liti- gation then pending in the courts of this State and Tennes- see of an important character, 
involving points of law that will in all probability very materially change the aspect of what is claimed as the 
liability of the State upon its en- dorsement of the bonds of those companies, and the com-missioners expressed 
the hope in regard to such endorse- ments by the State that the litigation might result in con- vincing the holders 

of said endorsed bonds that their true interest would be best advanced by their acceptance of a transfer of the lien 

of the State, created by its statutes, and giving to the State a full discharge from those claims against it. This 
suggestion of the commissioners had reference only to railroad bonds endorsed by the State. In no way did the 
commissioners in their report question the validity and fair- ness of the issue of the straight bonds now under 
discussion. They simply left these bonds unquestioned claims against the State, if issued and sold in accordance 
with the terms of the act of March 3, 1870, without making any provision for the settlement thereof or any 
suggestion in regard thereto. Prior to the issue by the state of its bonds now under dis- 
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cussion it had endorsed 1,280 first-mortgage bonds of $1,000 each of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad 
Company. The holders of these bonds were subrogated to the statutory liens of the state. This was a superior 
lien upon the prop- erty of that company for an amount greater than the whole value of the property, as it 

appeared when it was afterwards sold under a judicial decree. Though the property was sold for more than its 
real value under that decree, or rather for more than what it would cost to complete a new road by its side, by 
reason of competmon for its control by other rail- road companies, yet the proceeds were not sufficient to pay 
off the costs of the court and these endorsed bonds, with in- terest, together with a prior mortgage given to the 
state, which the state had before that time transferred to the South and North Alabama Railroad Company, 

amounting to about $60,000, and each holder of one endorsed bond got upwards of $1,500, on account of the 
principal and interest, on his bond of $1,000. 

From the fact that all the property of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company was insufficient to satisfy 
prior liens, it is manifest that the commissioners never could have thought that the state should put off the holders 
of these straight bonds, purchased for full value, by the empty transfer of an inferior hen held by the state on 
property, completely cover d by prior liens already transferred by the state to other parties. That this litigation 
could not have been looked to by the commissioners as a means of satisfy- ing these bonds is also 

apparent from the fact that the hold- ers of such bonds were in no sense creditors of the Mont- gomery and 
Eufaula Railroad Company, nor could they have asserted any claim against the Montgomery and Eu- faula 
Railroad Company or its property in the suit re- ferred to. They were creditors of the State of Alabama 

alone. In all the cases named by the commissioners the holders of the bonds endorsed by the state got the 

whole property of the several raiload companies or the proceeds of the sale thereof, or else the state made 

settlement by the issuance of new bonds for the payment of some part of the bonds adjusted. 

In other instances in which the state, under the constitu- tion of 1867, had issued its straight bonds and loaned them 
to railroad companies for sale it has never denied its lia- bility and has made some provision for its 
discharge. Of 
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all the bonds mentioned by the commissioners in their re- port, with the single exception of the bonds hereunder 
discussion, a settlement was suggested and effected in all instances where the state alone was the debtor, and in the 
cases where it was merely an endorser it relinquished in favor of the bondholders all security it held against the 
prin- cipals or their property or the courts held them subrogated to the state lien. 

The state held $300,000 of the second-mortgage bonds of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company 
which were deposited in its treasury in exchange for the state bonds here under discussion ; these were 
never transferred to or even offered to the holders of the straight bonds, be- cause it was apparent that they 

were worthless. The report of the senate committee at their last session upon your peti-tioner's memorial to it 

sets out that no suit was brought by the holders of said bonds prior lo the constitution of 1875, which became 
operative December 6, 1875, though more than three years had elapsed before that date since interest had been 
paid on said bonds, and that suit might have been brought within that time. 

The committee which made that report were perhaps ignorant that no law has ever existed in Alabama prior to 
the adoption of the constitution of 1875 under which a citi- zen of another state could sue the state in its courts. 
Another ground relied upon by the committee for its ad- verse report was substantially that the body of men con¬ 
stituting the general assembly of the state were legislated into power by an act of the federal congress and held in 
their usurped places by the might of federal arms ; that this body of men was composed (with a few worthy 
exceptions) of aliens, adventurers, and ignorant negroes, and that it is a fact of historical notoriety that their 

general conduct was violative of every characteristic or principle of represenla- tive responsibility. 

Your memorialist submits that the constitution of 1867, under which the legislature which passed the act of March 
30 was elected, has been recognized as of binding force up to the lime of the adoption of the constitution of 1875, 
by every department of the government of the State of Ala- bama—legislative, executive, and judicial. 

The committee also objected to the recognition of these bonds for the reason, as it asserted, that they were procured 
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through bribery by the officers of the Montgomery and Eu- faula Railroad Company of some of the members of the 
legislature, and because at a public meeting held in the capi- tol city of Montgomery at the close of the session of 
the legislature its acts were denounced as dangerous and ruin- ous to the finances of the state. 

Chief Justice Marshall as long ago as 1810 declared that there was no judicial power of inquiry into the motives by 
which the members of the state legislature were actuated in the performance of a public duty under which private 
rights had become vested. In this case there is, besides, no evi- dence that if the act was obtained by bribery 
that the pur- chaser was at all aware of it. We submit that the real ques- tion between the holder of the bonds the 
subject of this me- morial and the general assembly of Alabama is whether the state was ever liable for these bonds 
or has been absolved from the obligation contracted by its government under the constitution of 1867. The 
convention which framed the con-stitution of 1875 was called, elected, and held under a law passed by the legislature 
held in 1874-75 under the con- stitution of 1867, and this convention recognized the con- stitution of 1867 as of 
binding authority while George S. Houston was the governor and when every department of the government was 
in the hands of the democracy. The supreme court has fixed the time when the government went into 

operation under the constitution as the 25th day of June, 1868, and the present chief justice declared that the 
constitution then became first obligatory on all the citizens of Alabama. (Mayor of Mobile vs. Irwin, 57 Ala. 
Reports.) Thus the constitution of 1867 and the government thereunder has received the sanction of every branch 
of the present state government, and has been declared to be of binding force on it. The memorialist files 

herewith an affidavit made by Daniel Dodd, a copy of which is attached, which sets forth that at the time of 
the purchase of the said bonds by him as president of the Newark Savings Institution he had never heard of 
any circumstance impugning their credit. The fact that he purchased them at the price limited in the act, in the 
exercise of his trust as president of such an insti- tution, is persuasive to show that he could never have heard of 
anything to discredit them. 

Your memorialist respectfully prays for the appointment of a commission to examine into the evidence 
and report 
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whether these bonds were in fact acquired fairly and in good faith, for value, by the said Dodd, and whether some just 
settlement should not be made with memorialist therefor. 

No. 296. 

AN ACT to lend the credit of the State of Alabama to the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company, for the 
purpose of expediting the construction of its railroad within said state. 

Whereas, The multiplication of the means of transporta- tion by railway from the central and other portions of Ala¬ 
bama to the best harbors or ports of the Atlantic is essential to the reduction of the high rates which still prevail 
for trans-portation between the points above indicated; 

Whereas, The railroad of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company will increase the facilities and reduce, the 
price of transportation between said points, and thus con- tribute materially to the welfare and prosperity of the peo¬ 
ple of Alabama; 

Whereas, The considerable portion of said railroad must necessarily be constructed through one of the best agricul¬ 
tural regions of the earth, but which is a region of prairie, requiring extraordinary expense in the construction and 
maintenance of a railroad ; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That the governor of this state be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and required to loan to the Montgomery and Eufaula Rail- road Company above mentioned, for the purpose of 
expedit- ing the construction of the railroad of said company, three hundred thousand dollars in the bonds of this 
state, payable in not less than fifteen nor more than thirty years from their date, bearing interest at the rate of 
eight per cent, per an- num, payable semi-annually, in the city of New York, upon the execution and delivery 
to the governor by said railroad company of its second-mortgage bonds for the like amount, and with like interest; 
the interest on these second-mort- gage bonds to be payable in every instance at the treasury of this state, at 
least fifteen days before the corresponding in-terest on the said state bonds is payable ; which said second-mortgage 
bonds shall constitute a lien upon all the property and franchises of said railroad company, and the acceptance 
of this loan shall bind the said railroad company never to ap- 
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ply for any further aid from this state than is provided for by the laws now existing ; Provided, That the bonds 
issued under the provisions of this act shall not be sold for a less amount, than ninety cents on the dollar. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the said Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company shall provide a sinking fund 
for the liquidation of the principal of this loan, the same, and in the same manner, and upon the same terms as 

are now required by the general laws providing for the state in-dorsement of the bonds of the several railroad 
companies in this state. 

SEC. 3. Be it furth enacted, That the said Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company, before receiving any of 
the benefits of this act, shall furnish to the governor undoubted and satisfactory security for the faithful application 
of the bonds, or proceeds thereof, to the further construction and equipment of the said Montgomery and Eufaula 
railroad. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That before receiving any of the bonds provided for in this act the said 
Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company shall execute a good and sufficient bond, with undoubted personal 
security, condi- tioned that said railroad of said company shall be completed to the city of Eufaula, Barbour 
county, by the first day of October, A. D. 1871.

STATE OF NEW JERSEY, 

County of Essex, } ss : 

DANIEL DODD, of Newark, New Jersey, being duly sworn deposeth and saith that in the year 1870 he was, and for 
many years previously had been, the president of the New- ark Savings Institution, incorporated by the state of 
New Jersey, an institution with large deposits and financial re- sources ; that in the year 1870 said institution found 
great difficulty in making local investments of its large amounts, and such investments were sought in the bonds of 
states, cities, and counties in good credit; that purchases of such bonds were made by this deponent for said 
institution from many brokers and bankers in New York city; among others, from George Opdyke & Co.; that 
said institution had no 
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agent other than its own officers to make said purchases ; that on or about the 10th day of October, 1870, as 

appears by the books of said institution, this deponent, having great confidence in the financial condition and 

reputation of the State of Alabama, being certified by said George Opdyke of the absolute value and 

security of their bonds, and that said state had always, even during the war and up to that time, paid 

the interest on their bonds and their principal when due, purchased as said president, for said institution, one 

hun- dred thousand dollars of the bonds of said state issued in aid of the Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad 

Company from said George Opdyke & Co., paying therefor ninety thousand dollars, besides twenty-two 

hundred and thirteen dollars and sixty-nine cents for accrued interest on the same ; that the members of said firm, as 
far as this deponent remembers, were then the said George Opdyke and one Stevens and one Blennerhassett; 

that he dealt in said purchase with said Opdyke, the said other members joining in the conversation and 

recommending the said bonds ; that on the same day he purchased for the same purpose, from the same parties and 
in the same manner, $60,000, of the bonds of the city of Des Moines, in Iowa. On the the 13th of said October he also 
purchased from them, in the same manner, $100,000 of bonds of the city of Montgomery, Alabama, and at 

various other times purchased from them various other bonds and securities ; that said securities were so 

bought from them in our usual course of business, but they were in no sense our agents in making said 

purchases. 

And deponent further saith that said Alabama bonds were numbered from 25 to 100, and 214 to 237, of $1,000 each ; 
that at the time of said purchase he had never heard that the validity of said bonds had been or would be 

questioned nor that any meeting had been held in Alabama or else- where denouncing or questioning said 

bonds or intimating that they had been procured by fraud from the state, or issued irregularly or 

fraudulently, nor that any publication to that effect had been made through the press or otherwise; that in 

1870, or soon after, one Farley, a son in-law of said Opdyke, became a member of said firm, but as to the condi¬ 
tion or present address of the various members of said firm this deponent has no knowledge.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 

Mr. Speaker: 

The senate has passed the following bills : 

H. 445. To constitute the town of Attalla a separate school district, and to provide for the management of the 
public schools of said district;

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By his private secretary, Mr. Jackson, 

Which, on motion, was referred to the committee on ways and means. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA, January 31st, 1891. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly: 

I transmit herewith the application of the South and North Alabama Railroad Company, made to me as ex-officio 
debt-commissioner, for the issue of 36 “class B.,” bonds authorized under what is known as the “debt settlement, act,” 
approved Feb-ruary 23rd, 1876, in settlement of certain bonds of the state issued under the act approved April 21st, 
1873, commonly known as the four thousand dollar per mile law. 
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The substance of the transaction referred to is this: 

The South and North Alabama -Railroad Company, at the time of the endorsements hereinafter referred to, was 
183 miles in length and received the endorsements of the state on its bonds, on that basis, to the extent of 

sixteen thousand dol- lars per mile, under the provisions of the act, approved Feb- ruary 21st, 1870, “to furnish 
the aid and credit of the state for the purpose of expediting the construction of railroads within the state.” It 
also received an endorsement at the rate of six thousand dollars per mile, under the “act to give additional aid to 
the South and North Alabama Railroad Company,” approved March 3rd, 1870. 

Under authority of these two acts its bonds were endorsed to the amount of $4,026,000.00. Subsequently, on the 
21st April, 1873, the general assembly passed an act to provide for the substitution of state bonds to the 
amount of four thousand dollars per mile, in lieu of state endorsement of bonds of the various railroad companies of 
this state. 

This act, in substance, provided that to the extent of sixteen thousand dollars per mile, the state would give one of its 
bonds for four of state endorsed bonds; but excluded from the benefits of its provisions any endorsements in excess, of 
sixteen thousand dollars per mile. 

It appears from the public records that the South and North Alabama Railroad Company accepted the tenns of this act, 
and under its provisions would have been entitled to $732,000 of what are known as the four thousand dollar per 
mile bonds; but it seems that it did not surrender at that time all of its state endorsed bonds, $391,000 of which it 
was unable to re- turn, and while it appears that $732,000, of bonds (the total amount of the issue of the bonds to 
which it would be enti- tied under the four thousand dollar per mile act,) were de- livered to it, it also appears 
that $391,000 of these bonds were required to be deposited with the state treasurer, to be held as indemnity against the 
outstanding state endorsed bonds. 

The railroad company now presents its state endorsed bonds, and asks for the issue of “class B,” bonds to close up the 
trans-action, claiming 36 “class B” bonds in full settlement. 

The debt commissioners books and report show that 36 of these bonds are due them. There is, however an entry in the 
record book in the governor’s office that 72 of these bonds were illegally issued by Gov. Lewis and were cancelled 
and destroyed. Hon. L. W. Lawler, the only living member of the 
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debt commission, is of opinion that this entry was made and action taken, because under the provistons of the act of 
April 31st, 1873, the railroad company was not entitled to receive all the bonds at the rate of four for one, under 
the act of April 31st, 1873, until it bad surrendered all its state endorsed bonds; and as it had not returned $391,000 
state endorsed bonds, the 72 of what is known as the four thousand dollar per mile bonds were held to be 
improperly issued to the company, and not entitling it to class “B” bonds, until all its endorsed bonds were 
surrendered. 

A statement of the transaction between the state and the South and North Alabama rail-road company may be found 
on pages 14 to 16 of the report made by the debt commissioners to Gov. Houston on the 24th January, 1875—the 
basis of the settlement then made of the matter—which was confirmed under the act approved February 23rd, 1876, 
ratifying and confirming the settlement of the State's indebtedness as pro- posed in the report of said commissioners. 

It appears from the various laws cited and the calculation of indorsements according to the number of miles, and 
the ratio upon which new bonds were to be surrendered, that the company is entitled to the 36 bonds, the delivery 
of which it now asks. 

The deposit with the state treasurer of the 391 four thousand dollar per mile bonds seems to have been an outside 
security held by the state against its endorsed bonds to like amount. The debt commissioners in exchanging bonds 
with the railroad company seen to have considered that the 36 “B” bonds which were held back, would be ample 
security when taken in con-nection with the value of the railroad, against any detriment which might come from the 
enforcement of the mortgage securing the state endorsed bonds, which had not then been delivered up and cancelled; 
and they accordingly delivered to the company 330 class “B” bonds on account. 

Upon the facts stated, the right of the South & North Ala- bama railroad company to the 36 bonds in full settlement 
seems clear, if they should surrender to the governor the $391,000 of four thousand per mile bonds which have been 
cancelled by the state, together with 391 outstanding state endorsed bonds which have been tendered to me. 

The power of the governor, as debt commissioner, under section 6, however, is only to issue class “B” bonds in substi¬ 
tution of and on the surrender of the bonds issued under the 
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act of April 21st, 1873, called for convenience the four thou- sand dollar per mile act, and these have already been 
sur- rendered to the state and destroyed. 

I am unwilling to act in the matter without the advice and direction of the legislature.

To his excellency, Thomas G. Jones, Governor of the State 
of Alabama : 

The South and North Alabama Railroad Company respect- fully presents the following facts, and application based 
thereon: 

By an act of the legislature of the state of Alabama, entitled “an act to furnish aid and credit of the state of Alabama 
for the purpose of expediting the construction of railroads within the state,” approved February 21st, 

1870, it was provided among other things, that upon the terms and conditions speci- lied in the act, the governor 
of the state was required to endorse, on l.lie part of the state, the first mortgage bonds of the several railroad 
companies in the state to the extent of six- teen thousand dollars ($16,000) per mile of completed road, and to 
continue such indorsements of bonds to the same extent per mile, upon the completion of each section of five (5) miles 
of road until the whole of the railroad shall be completed. 

By an act of said legislature, entitled “an act to give addi- tional aid to the South and North Alabama Railroad 
Company,” approved March 3rd, 1870, the governor of the state was re-quired to endorse the bonds of the South and 
North Alabama Railroad Company to the extent of six thousand dollars ($6,000) per mile of road, in addition to the 
sixteen thonsand dollars ($16,000) per mile previously authorized to be endorsed by the said act, approved February 
21st, 1870. The length of said company’s railroad was one hundred and eighty-three (183) miles, and at the rate of 
twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000) per mile ($16,000 plus $6,000) it had the right to execute and have endorsed by 
the governor 4026 bonds of $1,000 each and it did execute them and the governor endorsed them on behalf of the 
state in pursuance of said act, and hence the governor endorsed the bonds of said railroad company to the amount of 
four millions and twenty-six thousand dollars ($4,026,000). 
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And the legislature of the state passed another act, entitled “An act to provide for the substitution of state bonds to the 
amount of four thousand dollars ($4,000) per mile in lieu of said endorsement of bonds of the various railroad 
companies of this state,” approved April 21st, 1873, and commonly known as the four thousand dollars ($4,000) per 
mile act. 

This company Complied in all respects with the terms and provisions of this last named act, and returned to the state 
all of its first mortgage eight (8) per cent, bonds, endorsed on be- half of the state by the governor, excepting 391 
bonds, then not in its possossion nor under its control. And under this last act the company would have 

been entitled to bonds at the rate of four thousand dollars ($4,000) per mile on one hundred and eighty-three miles of 
railroad, that is to say, entitled to 732 bonds of $1,000 each, had it returned to the state the whole of the 4,026 
endorsed bonds; but having failed to return the 391 state endorsed bonds as aforesaid, the state delivered to the com¬ 
pany only three hundred and forty-one (341) of the bonds pro-vided for by the said act of April 21st, 1873, retaining 
the other 391 bonds to be delivered to the company upon its return to the state, the said 391 state endorsed bonds. 

The legislature also passed an act, entitled “An act to ratify and confirm the settlement of the existing indebtedness of 
this state, as proposed in the report of the commissioners appointed under the act approved 17th December, 1874, and 
which was communicated to the general assembly by message of the gov-ernor of 24th January, 1876, and to carry 
said settlement into effect by the issuance of new bonds of this state, at a reduced rate of interest, in adjustment of 
a portion of said indebted- ness, and the surrender of certain sureties held by the state in discharge of another 
portion of said indebtedness,” approved February 23d, 1876, among the railroad companies called the $2,000 per mile 
act. 

By the seventh section of this act the commissioners were authorized to use and apply so many of the bonds 
authorized by the sixth section of the act of February the 23d, 1876, as might be necessary for that purpose, in 
exchange for and sub-stitution of the bonds of the state theretofore issued under authority of the act approved April the 
21st, 1873 (the $4,000 per mile act), but in such manner that one bond of the issue authorized by the act of February 
23d, 1876, should be sub-stituted and exchanged for two bonds of the issue authorized by said act of April 21st, 
1873 (the $4,000 per mile act), no allowance to be made for interest on the last named bonds. 
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This company returned to the state the three hundred and forty-one bonds which had been delivered to it under the act 
of April 21st, 1873, and the state retained and cancelled the other 391 bonds to which the company was entitled under 
said act of April 21st, 1873, in all 732. And for the return and cancellation of those 732 bonds to the state, the 
company was entitled under the act of February 23d, 1876, to 366 bonds when it should have delivered the 391 state 
endorsed bonds to the state. Of the issue under the act of February 23d, 1876, the state has delivered to the 
company only 330 bonds, and held the other 36 bonds until the payment, cancellation and return to the state of 
the 391 eight (8) per cent, bonds. 

The company has since discharged and cancelled, and is ready to produce to the state the 391 eight (8) per cent, 
state endorsed bonds, and is now entitled to the 36 bonds to be issued under the sixth and seventh sections of the act of 
February 23d, 1876, with all proper interest. And it respectfully asks that they be issued to it accordingly.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, his private secretary. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, ALA., 

February 4, 1891. 

To the General Assembly : 

I commend to your consideration the following subjects, upon which legislation is recommended: 

SECTION 9, ARTICLE 5 OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

The power given the governor by section 9, article 5 of the constitution to call upon the officers therein named for in¬ 
formation is often absolutely essential to the proper dis- charge of his duty “to take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed.” This provision is not self executing, and there is no penalty for refusing to give the infonnation when 
re- quired by the governor. I recommend the passage of an act punishing the failure or refusal of any officer 
properly called on to give the infonnation required by the governor under this section of the constitution. 
There have been instances in this state where the governor’s authority, under this sec- tion has been denied. 
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SECTION 23, ARTICLE 14 OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

The general assembly owes it to itself to pass proper legis-lation to make effective section 23 of article 14 of the con¬ 
stitution. So long as the constitution remains in force we are all bound by it, and cannot excuse our failure to 

execute it by discussions as to its wisdom. 

The failure to enact proper legislation heretofore, though several times attempted, has not been, I take it, from indis¬ 
position to enforce the constitution ; but resulted from the fact that many members of past general assemblies did 
not concur in the strict construction given this section of the con-stitution by the framers of the bills intended to put it 
in force. The purpose of the constitution undoubtedly was to prevent the giving of passes to those who would not 
receive them but for their official position, and who would be put under obligations thereby. There is also force in 
the sug- gestion urged by those who have opposed bills on this sub- ject in the past, that the constitution did not 
require an officer of a railroad who received a pass as part of his pay, or a person who held a pass in 
satisfaction of damages for right of way, or an editor who had received one for advertis- ing, and the like, to 
restrain from using his property because the people had elected him a member of the general assem- bly or to 
a state office—that the use of passes, under such circumstances, although it might be in the letter, did not come 
within the mischief intended to be remedied by the constitution, and was not, therefore, in the spirit of the pro-hibition. 
Differences of opinion on these points have here- tofore prevented all legislation to make effective this useful 
provision of the constitution. Your wisdom will teach what exceptions, if any. should be made as to the use of passes 
by members of the general assembly and stale officers. There should be no hesitation in passing proper laws on the 
sub- ject. A broken law is a reproach to any people. The con- stitution itself says, “It is the duty of the general 
assembly to enact all laws to give effect to the provisions of this con-stitution,” and we are sworn to support it. 

SECTION 48, ARTICLE 4 OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Section 48, article 4 of the constitution makes it the duty of the general assembly to regulate by law the 
cases in 
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which deductions shall be made from salaries of officers for neglect of duty in their official capacity. Further legisla¬ 
tion on this subject would conduce to the efficiency of the public service. 

SECTION 4, ARTICLE 5 OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Section 4, of article 5 of the constitution provides that contested elections for certain state offices shall be deter¬ 
mined by both houses of the general assembly, “in such manner as may be prescribed by law.” In one instance, 
at least, in the past history of the state, the absence of such regulations established by law, caused serious commotion, 
and was made the excuse for attempting to enjoin an officer, whose election had been duly declared by the general as¬ 
sembly in accordance with the constitution and laws, from perfonning his functions as governor. 

SECTION 7, ABTICLE 12 OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Section 7 of Article 12 of the Constitution, requires the general assembly to provide for the safe keeping of the 
mil- tary records, banners and relics of the state. Adequate provision should be made tor obtaining and 
publishing the muster rolls of such of her gallant sons as have answered to the call of the state in times of 
war, and to collect and pub- lish such material as may be accessible, as relates to their heroic deeds and 
services. 

PUBLIC LANDS. 

I invite your attention to the defective condition of the records of the lands in which the state is interested. The 

records in the possession of the state give comparatively little information on the subject, and there is no doubt 
that much valuable land has been lost to the state in the past, for lack of proper information on this point. 

It appears that there is a large amount of land in Louisi- ana certified to the State of Alabama, which, so far as our 
imperfect records show, has never been sold or disposed of. The lands in which the state is interested, are being 

depre- dated upon, and there seems to be no practical way to pre- vent it under existing laws. The 
provision should be made 
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by law, charging some officer with the care and protection of these lands, and for obtaining from Washington accurate 
tracts and plats of all the lands in whieh the state is inter- ested. 

STATE TROOPS. 

The state troops are efficient, and the organization is one of which the state may well be proud. Owing to lack of 

unifonns, pressure of business and other reasons, at least forty per cent of the total number borne on the rolls is 

inef-fective. Our citizen soldiery defray the greater part of main-taining the expense of the organization; the 
appropriation of the state being a comparatively small part of the total cost. 

The money appropriated by the state, if regarded solely as a premium paid for insurance against lawlessness, is a 
wise and economical expenditure. The existence of this or-ganization strengthens that sense of security and stability 
which is so essential to a healthy and prosperous develop- ment of civilized communities; and if there were no 
other reason, this would amply justify the comparatively small appropriation which the state makes for their support. 
The organization is a training school tor those who compose it, in man.ly virtues, obedience to law, respect for 
authority, and inspires devotion to the state and pride in her institutions; and the help which the state gives it is 
judicious on that, if no other ground. 

The present appropriation for encampment expenses has never paid their actual cost; but has always left a large sum 
to be borne by officers and men out of their private means. As the troops give their time for nothing, provide their 
own uniforms and tents, and submit to the exactions of discipline for the purpose of becoming better instructed in 
their duties as citizen soldiery, it is not right that the state should tax them when they are ordered into camp. 
There is no ground to hope that the state will have less need for their services in the future than it has had in the past. 

I trust the Legislature will appropriate the amount asked for in the bill to make appropriations for encampment 

ex- penses, which is now pending in one of your honorable bodies. 

It would promote economy, and be of good to the service,

if an additional regiment were fonned, so that the commands in each regiment might be better located with 
reference to its headquarters. Under the present system, some of the companies in order to reach their regimental 
encampments have to travel several hundred miles beyond a nearer regi- mental headquarters. 

The officers, when charged with aiding the civil authori- ties in enforcing the law, have very delicate duties to per¬ 
form, and very much depends upon their discretion and judgment. Provision should be made by law for examining 
all officers before commissioning them. Rifle practice is very essential to the efficiency of the organization, and I 
recommend that the office of inspector of rifle practice be created with the rank of major, one to be attached to each 
regiment. 

The state now has to account to the general government for any loss or deterioration in arms and equipment. The 
property of some of the batteries, which cost thousands of dollars, is exposed to the weather, and liable thereby to get 
out of order. Some provision should be made, other than now exists by law, to provide a place for the safe 
keeping of the pieces and equipment of the batteries. 


COLOR-BLIND EXAMISERS AND EXAMINERS OF LOCOMOTIVE EN-GINEERS. 


Under the provisions of the “act to require locomotive en-gineers in this state to be examined and licensed by a board 
to be appointed by the governor for that purpose,” approved February 28, 1887, five examiners were appointed. The 
tenure of these examiners is practically for life, as the act fixes no tenn, and there is no power to remove them for 
neg- lect of duty or other good cause, nor are they included among the officers for whose impeachment present 
laws provide. 

The same observations apply, with equal force, to the ex aminers appointed nuder an “act for the protection of the 
traveling public against accidents caused by color blindness and defective vision,” approved February 28, 1887, 
except that provision is made for revoking their appointment upon recommendation of the state board of health. 
The state board of health, however, is composed of the State Medical Association of the State of Alabama. It has 
a large mem- bership, and meets once a year. It cannot lawfully delegate 
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authority to a committee to act for it in recommending a removal, and the provision for removal is therefore practi¬ 
cally useless. The power which can be trusted to appoint these examiners can certainly be trusted to wisely 
exercise the power of removal, if in any case it becomes necessary. I recommend legislation accordingly. 

CHICKEN OK COCK PITS. 

I think I voice the wishes of our people in recommending as I do the passage of a law repealing the provisions of 
the revenue code which license chicken or cock pits.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By his private Secretary, Mr. Jackson: 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, February 4, 1891. 

To the General Assembly: 

I transmit herewith a memorial of Thomas W. Pitcher and associates, who claim to be the owners of a judgment 
rendered against the state of Alabama in the chancery court of Hamilton county, Tennessee for the sum of 
$300,000. 

This Judgment, seems to have grown out of the seizure of the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Company by 
Gov- emor Lindsay in July, 1871. The claim of the memorialists in reference thereto is fully set out in the 
memorial. They allege that this matter has never been presented to the corn-mission appointed to adjust the state 
debt, and that the com- misiion had no authority to settle the matter. 

They ask in view of the facts stated in their petition that the governor recommend a reference of the claim to 
some officer or commission of the state for investigation. 

I recommend that the matter be referred to the attorney general and that a joint resolution be passed by your honor¬ 
able bodies instructing him to make a thorough investigation of the facts and report the same to the governor that 
they may be laid before the next general assembly.

To His Excellency, the Governor of Alabama : 

Thos. W. Pitcher and associates are the owners of a judg- ment for $300,000 rendered by the chancery court of 
Hamil- ton county, Tenn., against the State of Alabama, of date December 3rd, 1875, on a bond made by the State of 
Ala- bama, as surety, for Jno. H. Gindrat, as receiver of the prop- erties of the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad 
Company. A copy of this bond is hereto attached for your inspection and infonnation. 
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That you may more readily understand how the State of Alabama became bound on that bond, we have collected the 
following facts: 

On or about the 27th July, 1871, Gov. Lindsay seized the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad, and operated it for the 
purpose of reimbursing the stale the interest paid by the state, on bonds of that company, which the company had 
failed to pay. He found nearly all the rolling stock of the company and all its machinery and materials for building 
and repairing engines and cars, in the hands of the clerk and master of the chancery court of Hamilton county, Tenn., 
who held the same as special receiver, under a lawful de- cree of said court made in a cause then pending in said 
court, wherein J. C. Stanton was complainant and the Ala- bama and Chattanooga Railroad Company and others 
were defendants. 

In order to get possession of these engines, cars, machinery and property. Gov. Lindsay directed that a bill be filed in 
the name of the State of Alabama against said railroad com- pany, Jno. C. Stanton and others, and it was so filed in 
said court, on the 31 st day of August 1871. 

Immediately thereafter the State of Alabama moved the court to appoint Jno. H. Gindrat as the receiver of said court 
in said cause, and he was so appointed and on the 8th of September, Gindrat gave bond in the sum of $300,000, 
with the State of Alabama as the sole surety thereon; the state then moved for au order and decree directing and 
re- quiring that the clerk and roaster of said court turn and de- liver to said Gindrat as such receiver all the 
property in his hands as special receiver. This was done, and property valued at $234,582, was turned over to 
said Gindrat as such receiver who filed his receipts therefor in court, and after- wards he received large amounts of 
other property of said company, for which he receipted as receiver, and filed the receipts in court. 

At and before the time of his said appointment as receiver, the said Gindrat was the private secretary of the governor 
of Alabama, and the other litigants in said court, who were claiming an interest in said property, strenuously opposed 
his appointment for that reason, but the court overruled them and appointed him receiver and approved his said 
bond. 

Afterwards the case of the State of Alabama against said Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Company was 
consoli- 
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dated with that of J. G. Stanton vs. said company, and afterwards on final hearing both bills were dismissed and 
both complainants appealed from the decree dismissing their bills, to the supreme court of Tennessee, where the 
decree dismissing the bill of the State of Alabama was affirmed and it was held that the stale of Alabama took 
nothing by its said bill, but the decree dismissing the bill of J. C. Stan- ton was reversed and the cause was 
remanded and pro- ceeded to final decree in favor of Stanton, and in the pro- ceedings thereafter had in said 
cause, said judgment was rendered on said bond as aforesaid, as it was shown that said Gindrat had wrongfully used 
and converted to his own use much of the property -which came to his hands, as such re- ceiver and had allowed 
large quantities thereof, of great value to be taken away from his custody and control and sold or otherwise 
disposed of, so that the whole of the prop- erty confided by the court to his care and keeping was lost or 
destroyed, and the complainant, who was adjudged and entitled to a lien thereon for the payment of his judgment 
against said railroad company for $348,000 was deprived of the only security he had for the payment of any part of 
his judgment. 

This judgment, while rendered in the name of J. C. Stan- ton really belonged to others who had in good faith ad¬ 
vanced him money and credit, and afterwards “was trans- ferred to the present owners in part payment of what was 
justly due them. We are reliably informed that these owners had no knowledge of any of said Stanton's acts and 
doings in Alabama, nor of his transactions within the State of Ala- bama. 

This judgment was never presented or considered by the commissioners appointed “to liquidate and adjust all claims 
against the State of Alabama, arising from bonds issued or endorsed in the name of this state.” Acts 1874-5, p. 102, 
because they were not authorized by the terms of the act creating them, to adjust such a liability as this, as will 
clearly appear by reading the 2nd section of that act. 

The commissioners themselves put this construction on that act, as shown by their report, page 11, where they en¬ 
umerate the indebtedness of the state but do not mention or refer to this judgment, and on page 16 they say : 

“It is not our province to make any suggestion in regard to the claim of the South and North Railroad 
Company or the 
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amount alleged to be due the school fund. They are not connected in any way with the debt of the state, and do not 
come within the scope of our investigation and adjustment.” P. 16. 

And when the commissioners came to draw a formal con- tract between the state and the foreign bondholders, of all 
the bonds of the state issued in aid of the Alabama and Chattanooga Road, called “straight bonds” or of endorsed 
bonds, looking to a settlement of the liability of the state, they declare in the 2nd section of exhibit B, p. 32, 
which is a contract signed by the commissioners and T. W. Snagge, attorney for the bondholders, expressly what 
liability of the state is extinguished by the execution of that contract, and the liability of this judgment is 
nowhere mentioned. 

We respectfully invite your attention to the equitable doctrine of estoppel, which exerted such influence on the 
commissioners when they were considering the liability of the state on the bonds issued to, or endorsed for the 
Ala- bama and Chattanooga Railroad Company, pp. 20-21, and to the legislative approval of the 
commissioners construction and action, p. 44. 

We now ask if the state, by reason of the fact that it seized the railroad and its property, was estopped from denying 
its liability on the bonds, how does it lie in its mouth to deny its liability on a bond, which it gave a court, in 
order to get property out of that court and into its control ? And which it was bound to have in order to operate 
the road, and all of this is done in a cause brought by the state, not in a suit against the state. 

The repeal by the state of the law allowing it to be sued, does not in any way affect this question. 

The state now has the right to sue in any court of the land, and if it does sue and thereby incurs a liability which 

is ascertained by the judgment of the court, it would be in the same position legally and morally as it now is in 
refer- ence to this judgment of the chancery court of Hamilton county, Tenn., in either case the legislature would 
have to make an appropriation before the ascertained liability could be paid out of the treasury.

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In view of the foregoing facts and of the law, applicable to such cases we respectfully urge your excellency to 
re-commend that the settlement and adjustment of this lia- bilily be referred by an act of the legislature to some 
officer or commissioners of the state, so that a settlement may be had, which shall be acceptable and 
honorable alike to the claimants and the state.

The undersigned, John H. Gindrat and the State of Ala- bama severally acknowledge themselves to owe and be in¬ 

debted to James A. Caldwell, clerk and master, and his suc-cessors in office for use and benefit of the parties 
hereinafter mentioned in the penal sum of three hundred thousand ($300,000) dollars for the payment of which on 
condition hereinafter stated the said Gindrat binds himself and his legal representatives, and the State of Alabama 

pledges her faith and credit. 

But the condition of the above obligation is such, whereas, in a suit instituted by the State of Alabama in the 
chancery court of Hamilton county, Tennessee, against the Alabama and Chattanooga railroad company, and 
others, she has prayed for the appointment of a receiver as will more fully and at large appear from the 

bill filed in said cause. And, whereas, said court upon her motion and the voluntary tender of this bond, 

and by and with the consent of a ma- jority of the attaching creditors made parties defendants in said suit, 

the court has appointed the undersigned, John H. Gindrat, receiver, as prayed for as will more fully appear by the 
decree of his honor, the chancellor, in the premises which is referred to as explanatory of this bond, and ordered 
certain property in said decree mentioned delivered over to said Gindrat to be by him held as the receiver of this 
court, and used and applied as has or may be directed by said court. 

Now, therefore, if the said Gindrat shall well and truly execute the decrees of said court in the premises, and dili¬ 
gently and faithfully execute the trusts reposed in him as receiver, and account for and pay over all money and 
prop- lerty in his possession as receiver of this court when required 
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to do so by a decree of said court, then and in that event the foregoing obligation shall be void as to him. 

And if the State of Alabama shall well and truly return or cause, or procure a return of all of the property which 
shall be de- livered by order of said court to said Gindrat as receiver, as aforesaid, when required by the court 

in like good order and condition, the same as when delivered to said Gindrat as re-ceiver, or in case of failure to so 
return the property, pay its value in case it should on the final adjudication of said suit, be required to 

do so by decree of said court, the forego- ing obligation shall be null and void to the State of Alabama.

Be it further enacted, That the true intent and purpose of this act is to provide for an election or elections 
in the manner prescribed to determine the wishes of the vo- ters of said beat one, or of the town of Carbon Hill, 
or of the town of Days Gap, to detennine separately and for itself whether or not the traffic in liquors shall 

be lawful within the limits of the incorporated town of Jasper in beat one or in the incorporated towns of

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jones, recording secretary. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMEBY, ALABAMA, 

February 7th, 1891. 

To the General Assembly : 

Since the special message, which I had the honor to sub- mit to you on the 9th of December, I have had an 
oppor- 
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tunity to make a personal inspection of the penitentiary and its needs. 

I found on visiting the hospital wards, for both black and white, patients in the last stages of consumption in the 
same room with other sick ; a condition of things which is to be deplored, as it is a violation of all the laws of 
hygiene. The only excuse for this reproach upon the state’s humanity is the fact that the inspectors have done 
the very best they could, with the accommodations and means at their disposal. I found a considerable number 
of women, both white and black, huddled in a small and restricted space inside the walls, which does not give 
them room for exercise; to say nothing of the objection that it is an improper place for them, surrounded as they 
are by a number of male convicts which makes it exceedingly difficult for the officers to pre- vent improper 
communication between them. 

I found the water supply entirely insufficient. The in- spectors have done the very best they could in providing 
privies with portable tubs, which are changed three times a day; but this is expensive and not promotive of health 
or cleanliness. A proper supply of water would avoid all this, and add greatly to the health of the convicts. This 
supply can be obtained by the purchase or condemnation of a spring about a thousand yards from the walls. It 
will cost to do this and convey water in the penitentiary about $1,500. This would supply a very urgent 

want, and would also add greatly to the security of the place against fire. 

Back of the penitentiary walls is a small strip of land be- tween the state lands and the river, which for police and 
other purposes, ought to be owned by the state. When the Coosa river is opened this land will be valuable for 
wharf purposes. On the north end, the private property of Mr. Thomas reaches within 50 feet of the penitentiary 
walls, and on the south end, the property of Mr. Jenkins reaches to within 50 yards of the penitentiary 
walls. Heretofore, the state has been compelled to rent land; and if the owners of the lands should refuse 

to rent, the state would be put to loss by having to send hands a long distance before they could find 

suitable lands. 

There are always at the walls a number of men and women who cannot be hired out, and boys under 15 years of age 
who cannot be sent to the mines, but who can be used in farm work and do much to their own support. 
Owing to the 
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fact that the state has no lands nearby of its own, it has been compelled to work these people on shares with 

neigh- boring fanners, and on rented lands on its own account. This labor could be better utilized and made 
more valuable, and the convicts insured better care if the state had acces- sible lands of its own where 

they could be worked. There should also be some land upon which the women could be quartered and worked. 
These are some of the reasons, which in my judgment and that of the board of inspectors, make it absolutely 

necessary that authority should be given to purchase lands and improve the condition at the walls, as 

slated in my special message of the 9th December. 

There was a further purpose in the change proposed of testing by practical experience the uses to which 

convicts could be put at the walls, to make them self-sustaining, and the taking of some practical steps 

looking to the gradual abandonment of the lease system, in the future. 

Twenty thousand dollars, the amount asked for, in view of the uses to which it is to be put, is as small an amount 
as is practicable to get along with, in view of the wants and ne- cessities of the penitentiary. 

There is a bill in the house to be entitled “an act to im- prove the penitentiary and convict system of Alabama,” 
which was reported as a substitute for other bills by the house committee on penitentiary and criminal 

administra- tion. It has the earnest and hearty approval of the execu- tive ; and I respectfully urge upon you 
that its passage, with the amendments which have already beer, adopted to it, and one which I have asked 
to be proposed, (to remove any doubt as to the amount which would be appropriated by this bill and 

others now pending on the same subject) will be as wise a step as is possible under existing circumstances, and 
in a measure answer the demands of the people for some practical steps, looking to the gradual abolishment of the 
lease system. 

AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION. 

That the constitution needs amending is generally con- ceded. The difference in opinion is as to how this shall be 
accomplished. My views as to the matters wherein amend- ment is necessary and the best mode of adopting 
them were 
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stated at length in my inaugural address, wherein I recom- mended that a joint committee of the two houses be author¬ 
ized to sit during the recess, to consider and report for the action of the general assembly on its reassembling, 
amend- ments to be submitted to the people. This recommendation was not concurred in. 

While the session is drawing to a close there is yet time for the general assembly to propose needed 

amendments; or if that be deemed inadvisable to determine whether to sub- mit to the people the question 
of holding a convention for the purpose of revising the constitution. To remove any misapprehension, I deem it 
not improper in this connection to say, that while I do not favor the holding of a convention, yet if the general 
assembly in its wisdom shall see fit to submit that question to the people, the executive will not be an obstacle 
to the passage of any act for that purpose, which provides that the work of the convention shall be submitted to 
the people for their approval.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, private Secretary: 

OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

MONTGOMERY, February 7, 1891. 

To the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return, without my approval, and for the re¬ 
consideration provided by the constitution, house bill 642, 

"to prescribe the time when taxes shall become delinquent 
in the county of Chambers." 

The bill provides, in substance, that all state and county 
taxes, including poll taxes in Chambers county, shall be¬ 
come delinquent on the 31 st of December in each year. 

The general law provides that all taxes, except poll taxes, 
shall become delinquent on the 31st of December of each 
year, except in cases where parties are about, to remove from 
the county; and the poll tax shall become delinquent on the 
first of December in each year, after which date the tax col- 
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lector may proceed to enforce the payment by garnishment 
or by seizure and sale of personal property. 

The reason inducing rhe legislature to make the poll tax 
delinquent on the lirst ofDeceniber, while it provided a later 
date—December 31st—for other taxes, was to prevent loss 
to the state by removal from the county of persons for poll 
tax. It is a matter of common knowledge that many peo¬ 
ple liable for poll tax, in making arrangements for the next 
year, often move out of the county about the 31st December, 
thus rendering it difficult, if not impossible, for the collector 
of the county to enforce the payment of the poll tax, and to 
that extent curtailing the school fund to which the poll tax 
is devoted. 

It is not believed that the local conditions in Chambers 
county are so different from those in other counties as to re¬ 
quire a change in the general law. If there is one system of 
laws that ought to be uniform throughout the state it is the 
law providing for the collection of the state's revenue. If 
the precedent were once allowed of making different regu¬ 
lations in the different counties, confusion would be pro¬ 
duced in the administration of the law, without the accom¬ 
plishment ot any corresponding good.

The Speaker submitted the following letter, which had 
been received by him : 

MERIDIAN, Miss., February 9, 1891. 

To Speaker of House of Representatives : 

Montgomery Alabama. 

SIR—I desire to ask the attention of the people of Ala¬ 
bama, through the medium of its legislature, to a subject 
which I think will appeal to the patriotism of her people— 
especially to the older citizens. 

It may be known to many of your people that the remains 
of one of her noted heroes, a name prominent in her early 
territorial and state history and imperishable in the hearts 
of the people, not only of Alabama, but of the entire South, 
are at this time lying in an obscure and neglected grave in 
this county, unmarked and scarcely noticeable even to the 
plowman as he annnally drives his mule over what should 
be a sacred spot. Thus repose the dust of one of the na¬ 
tion's heroes, General Sam Dale. 

It is not necessary to say more to bring to the attention of 
the people of Alabama the memory ofone who was the friend, 
confidant and supporter of the illustrious Andrew Jackson, 
and one of a class of patriots, and foremost in that class, 
whose deeds of heroism brought lustre to the flag of our 
common country, and whose achievements in the war of 
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1812 and the later conflicts with the savages opened the 
way through which the forests, hills and vallies of the fairest 
portion of the south were brought under civilization and 
made possible for the growth, prosperity and grandeur which 
have since characterized these states, the garden of the 
south. 

The memory of these heros shonld not be forgotten, and as 
their worth and merits were valued in those days by their 
compatriots, so should they be held and kept green in the 
hearts of the present and coming generations. 

In conversation with some old citizens of this county, of 
whom but few remain who lived about the period of Gen. 
Dale's death, it was decided to ask the attention of the peo¬ 
ple of Alabama to this subject, believing that they would 
manifest a just pride in doing something to the memory of 
this great man, and that possibly a result might be reached, 
by which his dust, so long neglected, could be transferred to 
some suitable ppot, or properly’marked with a monument 
which would keep fresh in the minds and hearts of the peo¬ 
ple the fame of one, whom 1 am sure, all Alabamians will 
be glad to honor. 

It is because the greater part of the life of Sam Dale was 
spent in Alabama, and that it was on her territory that his 
chief exploits were enacted and his most valuable labors ac¬ 
complished—in fact his name constituting a part of her 
history—that we feel that Alabamians, above all others, 
will feel an especial pride in taking some actiun toward per¬ 
petuating his memory. 

1 may add that Gen. Dale settled in this (Lauderdale) 
county soon after its organization and was one of the first 
representatives to the state legislature. His name was given 
to a town, Dalevillo, which was prior to the war the seat of 
a community noted for its wealth and intelligence. This 
locality is now marked by old, abandoned fields, and it is 
in one of these, and amid such surroundings, that the old 
hero sleeps.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, private secretary. 

CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 

MONTGOMERY, Feb. 11,1891. 

To the General Assembly: 

Uunder existing laws there is no adequate provision 
for the establishment and maintenance of an effective quaran¬ 
tine by and in this state, against the importation of yellow 
fever and other infectious diseases, from foreign and domestic 
ports where such diseases may prevail. That yellow fever, 
and perhaps cholera, do not originate in the United States, 
when found therein, but are imported from other countries 
seems to be no longer a debatable question. That the spread 
of yellow fever, when imported, may often be prevented by 
efficient and scientific quarantine is emphasized by the re¬ 
cent history of the city of New Orleans and other gulf ports. 
The death and devastation which has been wrought by the 
pestilence, and the panic and terror which ifc has created in 
large sections of the Union in recent years, has attracted 
the attention of the scientific world to the best methods of 
preventing the introduction of the disease, and, after its in¬ 
troduction, the best methods of preventing its propagation 
or spread. 

Our sister states of the Gulf, Florida, Louisiana and Tex¬ 
as, as I am informed, have constructed and are now main¬ 
taining the most improved quarantine plants at the entrance 
to their respective harbors; and New Orleans, on the one 
hand, and Pensacola on the other, as I am infonned, are pro¬ 
vided with disinfecting machinery, which in the opinion of 
experts and scientists offers the best kn own preventive 
against the introduction of fever through the ports; while at 
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the same time it furthers and stimulates local commerce by, 
imposing minimum burdens upon those engaged in com¬ 
merce. 

Alabama is unprotected by such means, and, by reason of 
such lack of protection, is a standing menace of danger to her 
own citizens, as well as to her more careful and provident 
neighbors. 

Bills are now pending before your honorable bodies look¬ 
ing to the maintenance of improved and efficient quarantine 
at the port of Mobile. They provide that a large portion of 
the expense shall be borne by the county of Mobile. I have 
been informed by committees that waited on me from the 
Chamber of Commerce, Commercial Club, Cotton Exchange, 
municipal and county authorities and health officers, that 
these bills have been introduced at the earnest request of 
all classes of our people in Mobile. The appropriations 
asked for on the part of the state are proposed to run for a 
period of four years, and on that account will not be bur¬ 
densome in any particular year. No matter what the condi¬ 
tion of the treasury, expenditure for such a purpose is wise, 
even if the state had to borrow money in the end to meet it. 
The sense of security alone which would result from such a 
quarantine would be worth millions of dollars to the people 
of Alabama. 

1 heartily commend the subject to your earnest considera¬ 
tion, and trust, if the bills are in any way objectionable, 
they will be perfected and become laws at this session. 

Apart from this, there are other considerations which de¬ 
mand the passage of measures of this sort. Practically the 
the state, as such, has no effective means of exercising quar¬ 
antine power to prevent the importation of disease from 
abroad. True, we have a State Board of Health, which is 
composed of the Medical Association of the State of Ala¬ 
bama. This association meets but once a year. On well 
known legal principles it cannot delegate its powers 
to a committee or any other functionary. Its membership 
is very numerous, and a majority of them mustattennd any 
meeting to adopt or put in force quarantine regulations. It 
has no authority over quarantines maintained by cities and 
towns. By an act approved February 28th, 1889, to amend 
the quarantine laws of the state, the state health onicer, un¬ 
der the direction of the state board of health, has power if 
the municipal authorities and county health officer in any

locality consent, to modify the restrictions of quarantines 
established by county and municipal authorities, either with 
the view of making them more stringent or moderating their 
exactions. Under this law, he is powerless to do anything, 
in either direction, except by the consent of the local au¬ 
thorities. Different local anthorities naturally have different 
views, and it is not practical under this power to have any 
unifonn or consistent system on the subject. While I would 
not advocate among slate officers with the power to deter¬ 
mine, as against the wishes of the local authorities,what per¬ 
sons who have been exposed to infection should stop in any 
locality, 1 think it would be the highest wisdom to give some 
state board elective authority to determine the rules and 
regulations under which those who have been exposed to in¬ 
fection, might pass through localities maintaining quaran¬ 
tine in order to seek refuge and safety in localities where 
their presence would not endanger the public health. Iso¬ 
lated quarantines, heretofore maintained by numberless 
local authorities, some of whom permit persons who have 
been exposed to danger to pass through their bounds, while 
others forbade such persons to pass through their limits, and 
when found in public conveyances ejected them at points, 
where they were unprotected and without any provision for 
the care of their health in the event they should be seized 
with disease, have in times past been a reproach to humanity 
and civilization. They have been the means of originating 
and increasing wide spread panic, injuring commerce and 
trade, and destroying a sense of security in the public mind. 
Experience has abundantly proved that it is safer, as well as 
more humane, to watch the fugitive from disease, and pass 
him through under proper regulations, than to forbid his go¬ 
ing through one locality to reach another place of safety— 
compelling him to resort to subterfuges and increase the 
risk of his being stricken with the disease, whithout the 
knowledge of the authorities in the locality where his pres¬ 
ence is prohibited. 

With our own and the other gulf ports protected as they 
are, or will be by improved quarantine methods, there is 
abundant ground to hope that in the future our people will 
be spared not only the visitation of the pestilence, but the 
alarm and demoralization which results, under our present 
system, whenever it obtains a foothold in this or any of our 
sister states. 
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The rapid development of our mineral wealth, the con¬ 
stant opening of new mines, and the increasing number of 
men who work in them, renders it incumbent on the state to 
make some provision looking to the better protection of the 
lives and health of the miners. Conditions here do not re¬ 
quire the stringent laws existing in some other states, but 
there is no doubt that some conservative legislation is needed 
on the subject, and if possible, should be passed at this ses¬ 
sion. 

The passage of the bill for redistricting the state will, in 
my judgment, rebound to the welfare of Alabama and re¬ 
lieve a situation in one of the districts at least, which has 
long been made the pretext for fomenting much sectional 
irritation, and has often been urged as justification for hos¬ 
tile congressional legislation against our people.

Resolved, That, on and after the 12th day of February, 

1891, no member of this house shall be permitted to speak 
more than three minutes on any question coming before this 
body without the unanimous consent of all the members 
present. 

By Mr. Clements, Mr. Smith/in the chair— 

Joint resolution of the General Assembly of the State of 
Alabama: 

Whereas, The bulletins of the tenth census of the state of 
Alabama show the following, among other gratifying re¬ 
sults, which is herewith presented as a reason justifying this 
memorial, and to which especial reference is herewith made: 
First, That, as an iron producing slate, Alabama has ad¬ 
vanced from rank of tenth, in 1880, with a total output of 
62,336 tons of pig iron, to third place in 1890, with an out¬ 
put of 890,432 tons, an increase of more than 1,328 per cent., 
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and producing in the census year one-half of all the pig iron 
made in the south. 

Second, That for the year 1880, the total output of coal for 
the state was 34,000 tons, while for the census year of 1890 
the output for the Warrior Coal Field alone was 2,903,350 
tons. 

Third, That during the decade just closed, there has been 
a decrease of the bonded and floating indebtedness of the 
state, and a decrease of indebtedness by counties of eighteen 
per cent., paid out of "resources not needed for current ex¬ 
penses." 

Fourth, That the increase of acreage under cultivation, 
population, material proaress and development of the state 
has kept pace with all its other industries, and 
Whereas, The ocean going business of Alabama is con¬ 
fined to Mobile, its one port of entry, connected with the 
lower anchorage grounds of the bay of Mobile by a govern¬ 
ment channel, about thirty miles in length, barely accessible 
to vessels drawing 17 feet of water, therefbre unavailable for 
present commercial demands, as will be shown by reference to 
the memorial of the Joint River and Harbor Convention, of 
December, 1889,on file with the committee of the H. R., which 
sets out that twenty-eight per cent, of the cotton crop of the 
south is tributary to the port of Mobile, of which less than 
three per cent actually reaches this port; while of coal, hold¬ 
ing the greatest deposit of any of the Southern States, all 
tributary to the bay of Mobile, and with the great and 
growing demand, not a cargo is sent out, because it cannot 
stand the loss and shrinkage by lightering and rehandling. 

"The south atlantic and gulf ports occupy a very favorable 
position towards the new and iniportant commerce which 
the reciprocity clause of the tariff act, and the postal ship¬ 
ping bill are designed to promote. “The steamship carry¬ 
ing the mails statedly and frequently, and speedy transit is 
the first condition of trade." These words, which the presi¬ 
dent of the Uuited States put into his message to congress, 
December 1st, 1890, and the passage of the act referred to, 
promote no business of the state, confer no benefits; 
and while the bay of Mobile is more centrally situated towards 
the south Atlantic and gulf ports than any other on the gulf 
coast, yet no legislation covering ocean going traffic can ben¬ 
efit the state, until the"steamship carrying the mails statedly 
and frequently" can reach docks affording a quick inter¬ 
change of traffic, and 
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Whereas, Bills have repeatedly been introduced in the 
congress of the United States, asking for appropriations to 
deepen the channel to the port of Mobile sufficient to meet 
commercial necessities, and for want of which the business 
of the state is now suffering great loss, and 
Whereas, The legislature of the state of Alabama did pass 
an act entitled "an act to incorporate the Gulf and Chicago 
Railway Coinpany, and to further construction of the same," 
approved February 27, 1889,which said act embraced among 
its powers and privileges authority to establish and maintain 
in connection wilh its line ot railway, the "necessary tram¬ 
ways, tracks, roadbeds, bridges, and trestles from its present 
terminus at Oedar Point to Dauphin Island," and to "con¬ 
struct, purchase or lease, and own andoperatelinesof steam¬ 
ships, steamboats, or other vessels or water craft within or 
without this state, or the United States, in connection with 
their railroads, for the purpose of transporting coal, iron and 
other products to the markets of the world, and 
Whereas, The lower anchorage grounds of the bay of Mo¬ 
bile have a natural depth of water, varying from 23 to 40 
feet, and with the improvements contemplated under this 
act, will afford safe anchorage for all vessels loading, or un¬ 
loading, at the docks and piers of the railway company, and 
offer a medium of quick anchorage of merchandise, and thus 
able in part to accommodate the traffic of the state, which is 
now compelled to seek other outlets, to the great injury of 
its commerce, and almost irreparable loss to its business in¬ 
dustries. 

Therefore, Your memorialists, ever mindful of the require¬ 
ments of our people, the necessities aud best interest of our 
State, and desiring continuation of the prosperity shown by 
the tenth census, and despairing of obtaining from the gen¬ 
eral government sufficient appropriations to deepen the 
channel from the lower anchorage grounds of the bay of Mo¬ 
bile, to the city or port of Mobile, so as to save and preserve 
to the state the commerce naturally and legitimately belong¬ 
ing to it, be it 

Resolved, That for reasons herein but briefly sefc out, the 
members of the legislature of the state of Alabama, having 
before them H. R. bill No. 12877, 2nd session, 51st congress, 
entitled a bill "to confirm to the Gulf and Chicago Railway 
Company certain rights, and so forth," now pending, join in 
the petition praying the passage of said bill; to the end that 
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private enterprise may in part be able to furnish such in¬ 
creased facilities as are now demanded, and are an absolute 
necessity to the commerce of the state. 

Resolved, That better terminal facilities are deemed re¬ 
quisite and necessary to the continued prosperity of the 
state; and as the present government channel is inadequate 
to meet requirements, the improvement of the lower anchor¬ 
age grounds of the bay of Mobile, has therefore become a 
commercial necessity, and presents the only means of fur¬ 
nishing uninterrupted navigation and able to meet all re¬ 
quirements of reciprocal interchange with the gulf and South 
Atlantic ports.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR.

OPFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

MONTGOMEBY, February 12th, 1891. 

To the House of Representatives : 

I deem it my duty to call your attention to the condition 
of certain legislation, in which the state is vitally interested, 
and to ask your honorable body to a'ct upon the following

house bills to-day, in order that they may be sent to the 
senate and become laws. Delay in their passage by the 
house at this late day in the session will insure their defeat. 
H.B. 1055. To authorize the governor to cause to be insti¬ 
tuted in the name of Ihe state proceedings for the acquire¬ 
ment by condemnation of any lands, right of way or mate¬ 
rial needed for the use of the penitentiary or the mainten¬ 
ance or operation of the hard labor system of the slate. 

This bill Stands on the calendar wit.h a favorable report. 

It does not call for any approprialion, but simply authorizes 
condemnation proceedings in cases where an appropriation 
has been made by law. Withnut such a law the state would 
be at the mercy of land owners, and reforms instituted at 
this session by bills which have passed your honorable body 
and will undoubtedly pass the senate, will fail. 

H. B. 613. To amend section 4591 of the code. 

This bill provides in substance for tho safe-keeping of 
the county convicts in jails or some other place, pending the 
making of new contracts, in the event that it becomes ne¬ 
cessary by reason of abrogation of contract, or other cause, 
to remove them. 

Under the provisions of the present statutes there is dan¬ 
ger of their beingsetat liberty if the contract is abrogated, 
and this difficulty practically destroys the healthy effect of 
the power to annul contracts for the causes provided by the 
existing laws.

MEMORIAL BY A. S. T. A. 

To the House of Representatives of the State of Alabama : 

Several years ago a convention of the temperance people 
of this state met in the city of Montgomery and fonned the 
Alabama State Temperance Alliance, though not a politi¬ 
cal body, this alliance adopted resolutions looking to an or¬ 
ganization of the temperance people of the state forthe pur¬ 
pose of procuring the enactment of a prohibition law. 

Said alliance appointed a committee to petition the legis¬ 
lature, then in session, to enact a householder and freeholder 
license law, a local option law, and a law submitting to the 
people a prohibition constitutional amendment. The senate 
adopted all three of these measures, but on account of the 
adverse action of the house of representatives, no one of 
them became a law. 

The temperance bill, which passed the present senate be¬ 
fore the Christmas recess, is very similar to one of the meas¬ 
ures pelitioned for by said convention. We invite your at¬ 
tention to several features of the bill : 1. It makes the is¬ 
suance of a license to depend upon the will of those who are 
freeholders, and interested in the material growth and per¬ 
manent improvement of a community. The owners of the 
soil frm a thoughtful, sensible and conservative class of 
citizens. 2. The bill requires that the recommendors of an 
applicant for liceuse shall be, householders. There is a mani- 
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fest propriety in thus giving to the heads of families the 
right to deuide whether their children shall be exposed to the 
dangers of an open saloon. 3. Under laws existing in many 
counties of the state, twenty men can fasten upon a ward, 
town, or neighborhood, one of these man-traps, against the ur¬ 
gent protest of a thousand good citizens. The senate bill is 
more democratic, and gives control only to a majority of 
those qualified to sign. It is tantamount to local option 
among the householders and freeholders in a given district. 

4. This bill gives opportunity for the growth and crystaliza- 
tion of temperanue sentiment without a polilical election, 
and hence it accords with the views of many in this state 
who wish to work out a great temperance refonn without 
being driven into a third party. 

When said bill passed the senate in December last by an 
almost unanimous vote, the temperance people of Alabama 
were led to hope that when the legislature reassembled it 
would be passed by the house also. The delay of the house 
is causing much solicitude. It is now feared that the op¬ 
ponents of the measure are making a concerted effort to 
postpone, crowd out, and kill it by non-action. 

We beg to remind you that the tarmers of this state, as 
shown by an article in the constitutiou of their alliance, 
are in favor of temperance, and that m the towns and cities 
the opponents of this reform are becoming more and more 
confined to those who are interested either in the profits or 
the influence of the liquor traffic. 

In view ot the foregoing, the underaigned do hereby, in 
the name of the Alabama State Temperauce Alliance, and 
in behalf of the great temperance army of this state, earnestly 
request and memorialize your honorable body to at once 
consider and adopt the temperance bill which recently 
passed the senate.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jones, recording secretary. 

OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

MONTGOMERY, February 16th, 1891. 

To the House of Representatives : 

I return herewith without my approval, and for the re 
consideration required by the constitution, house bill 886, 

"To be entitled an act to constitute a separate school district 
to be known as the Flint school district in the county of 
Morgan, and State of Alabama, and for the appointment of a 
board of trustees therefor and a levy of a special tax." 

This bill constitutes a separate school district out of a por¬ 
tion of the territory of Morgan county, and appoints five per¬ 
sons a board of trustees to manage aud control the schools. 
The 10th section provides that said board of trustees "shall 
have power to levy an annual tax for school purposes, not to 
exceed one-half of one per cent on all real and personal 
property within the bounds of the district," and to appoint 
tax collectors and tax assessors to assess and collect the tax. 
In the case of Schultes vs. Eberly, 82 Alabama 242, the 
supreme court decided, that a board of trustees organized 
substantially as provided in this act, "though a public corpo¬ 
ration for some purposes, is not a municipal corporation, and 
that the provisions contained in the act giving the trustees 
power to levy a tax for school purposes is violative of the 
constitution." 

However much I may regret that our fundamental law 
does not pennit such taxation, there is no alternative left me 
but to support the constitution, by returning the bill with 
my objections thereto.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, private secretary 

OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

MONTGOMERY, February 18,1891. 

To the House of Representatives : 

I respectfully ask your attention to the following senate 
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bills.which stand on your calendar with a favorable report, 
and are now ready for passage : 
s. 462. This is a short bill, designed for the better pro¬ 
tection of the capital grounds and building, and it is be¬ 
lieved there will not be the slightest objection to any of its 
provisions. 

Senate bill 468. "To cede to the United States jurisdiction 
over the lands at Mt. Vernon barracks and Ft. Morgan." 

This bill was drawn up by me and introduced at the re¬ 
quest of the War Department. The United States a num¬ 
ber of Indians on the Mt. Vernon reservation, and it is es¬ 
sential to the proper eare and discipline ofthem by the Uni¬ 
ted States authorities that the reservation shonld be subject 
to the laws and jurisdiction of the United States. As it is 
now, there is no adequate provision to prevent the introduc¬ 
tion of whiskey among the Indians or to punish the violation 
ofmany of the regulations established for their government. 
The War Department has extended many courtesies to the 
State of Alabama. There cannot be the least objection to 
the provisions of this bill, and similar bills are passed every 
day in different states of the Union. 

As the state is interested in both of these bills, I ask the 
courtesy of the house for it that they may be taken up and 
put upon their passage immediately. 

Whether or not the joint resolution of The General Assem¬ 
bly declining to make any appropriation for the World's 
Columbian Exposition while there was a likelihood of the 
passage of the "Force Bill" was the cause of the defeat of 
that measure—as to wluch there is room for difference of 
opinion—I submit to your better judgment whether or not, 
in view of the language used in the joint resolution, the state 
is committed to some recognition of the World’s Fair, now 
that it is certain that the "'Force Bill" will never become a law.

That they examined the amount of money in the treasury, 
with the assistance of three experts, and by actual count as¬ 
certained that on the 30th day of Jannary, 1891, there was, 
in the vaults of the state treasury, the sum of $212,883.16, 
which sum is 23 cents in excess of the amount with which 
the treasurer was chargeable at that date. 

Owing to the multiplicity of our duties as members of the 
general assembly, and the late date at which the committee 
on the part of the house was raised, this committee was un¬ 
able to make that thorough examination ot the two offices 
which the statute contemplates. Indeed, it is proper to say 
that there are but three or four men in the state who are 
experts on the subject of the allowances and payments that 
should be made in the oflice ot the auditor, and almost any 
examination on the part of a legislative committee is, as to 
that department, a mere formality, and always will be un¬ 
less the services of one of such experts can be secured. 
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Hence, we feel it to be our duty to saggest, that as your 
committee has not been able, for want of time, to examine 
the said offices as the statute requires, that perhaps it would 
be well for the omission to be supplied at an early day by 
the governor, who can require the state examiner to com¬ 
plete the work which this committee begun ; and this sug¬ 
gestion is made, not for want of confidence in the manage¬ 
ment of the said two offices by the excellent and worthy 
gentlemen who fill the place of heads of the two departments, 
but merely because this committee has lailed for the reason 
stated to finish their labors in respect thereto. 

So far as this committee extended their investigation they 
feel it incumbent on them to say that they found everything 
satisfactory and accurate.

MESSAGE FBOM THE GOVERNOR. 

By Mr. Jackson, private secretary. 

OFFICE OF THE GOVERNOR, 

MONTGOMERY, February 18th, 1891. 

To the House of Representatives : 

I trust that a frank expression of views on a public ques¬ 
tion which must be detennined by you, and in which, as the 
executive, I am also concerned, will not be taken as any 
evidence of an undue desire on my part to press recommend¬ 
ations upon you. 

Circumstances also make it proper for rne to say that af¬ 
ter seventeen years of service with the state troops, it is not 
presumption in me to believe that I am as conversant with 
the wants and needs of the service, and what will tend to 
benefit or hann it, as any member of that organization, or as 
any other person who has not given it the same amount of 
study. 

In the early part of the session a bill was prepared by me, 
which passed the senate, and is pending in your honor¬ 
able body: 

"To further regulate the Alabama State Troops." 

The causes which led to the introduction ofthis bill were 
these: 

Under the existing law the three regiments are not at all 
compactly organized, and there is great and useless expense 
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for transportation of companies in reaching regimental head¬ 
quarters, to go into camps of instruction. Until very re¬ 
cently the headquarters of the regiments were Mobile, 
Montgomery and Selma; and as the regiments are organi¬ 
zed, there have been instances where a company had to be 
transported from Tuskegee, through Montgomery, to Mobile, 
and from Alexander City, through Montgomery, to Mobile, 
although there were regimental headquarters at Montgom¬ 
ery. All the troops from North Alabama had to go either to 
Selma or Mongomery, and some of them to go outside of the 
state in order to reach regimental headquarters. My object 
for asking for authority to form a fourth regiment was to 
make the disposition of the troops more compact, and have 
the permanent organization of a regiment in North Alabama, 
which would not be disturbed by the accident of the election 
by the regiment of its commanding officer, who might reside 
elsewhere. 

In the bill, as originally drawn, authority was asked to re¬ 
ceive eight more companies. This was afterwards changed 
to five. There are several communities in the slate which 
have no companies, and earnestly desire them for their 
moral effect in preserving order, and inviting capital and 
immigration. There are portionsofthe "Black Belt" which 
desire companies for police purposes. Under existing laws, 
all these applications had to be denied. 

It is objected that if these companies are allowed, it will 
add a few more to divide the fund received at encampments. 
This expense and the expense of the quarterly allowance, if 
they should earn it, would be more than counterbalanced 
in the saving of the transportation, and the increased effici¬ 
ency of the service. 

There is in the bill provision for the increase of the staff. 

It was done to enable me to promoie some of the meritorious 
young men in the state's service, who for years have stood 
guard and responded to every call of the state, and I be¬ 
lieved the efficiency of the service would be promoted there¬ 
by. Personally, I care nothing for this section of the bill, 
and am willing for it to be stricken out if there is any ob¬ 
jection to it. 

The provision as to the inspector of rifle practice was to 
increase the efficiency of the men as marksmen. It is an of¬ 
fice that exists in every state, and will not cause any addi¬ 
tional expense ; but it is not material if the main objects of 
the bill can be accomplished. 
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There was also a provision in the bill authorizing the for¬ 
mation of Gatling gun detachments, provided there should 
not be over one in each regiment. 

This, in the end, will do away with the cumbersome bat¬ 
teries and the cost of keeping them np. 

There is a provision in the bill authorizing the governor to 
disband companies when inefficient, on report of the inspec¬ 
tor. Now, that cannot be done except on the report of the 
colonel, and there are few instances where such a request 
has been made, and many instances where they ought to 
have been made. 

The last section of the bill provides that when an army of¬ 
ficer is detailed for service with the state troops the gover¬ 
nor may place him on duty on his staff. The War Depart¬ 
ment has lately detailed a valuable officer for this service, 
and it would add to his efficiency if the legislature would 
permit such provision. 

With no end in view but the good of the state, and cer¬ 
tainly with no purpose of impairing the efficiency of the 
state troops, I felt it a duty to the people of Alabama to 
draw this bill, and as there seems to he some misapprehen¬ 
sion as to its scope and effect, to frankly lay the matter be¬ 
fore you, and ask that the bill be considered.

To the House of Representatives: 

I return herewith without my approval H. 640, "to authorize 
W. D. Caddell, to make titles to certain lands in Bibb county." 
The body of the act provides that all deeds made by Cad¬ 
dell, executor of Susan Caddell, to certain described lands, 
"shall be binding and valid Loth in law and equity." 

I am not infonned, and have been unable to learn, owing to 
the absense of the member who introduced the bill, the rea¬ 
sons which it is supposed justify its passage, nor do I know the 
terms of the will or the power granted the executor. A sale 
by the executor necessarily concerns, it may be, the interest 
and title of heirs or devisees and perhaps creditors. They are 
entitled to a day in court. 

If the will gives the power to sell, it should be followed, 
and the legislature ought not undertake to change the testators 
directions. If it does not give such power, those interested in 
the estate should have the right to insist that the sales be 
made in accordance with the general law, and under the safe¬ 
guards which it provides in such cases.

I return herewith without my approval house bill 870, "To 
permit and provide for the incorporation of separate school 
districts in the county of Tuskaloosa." 

The commedable purpose intended to be accomplished by 
the bill I regret to find, are commingled with a provision in 
the 13th section which authorizes the trustees “to levy a tax 
not to exceed one-half of one per centum upon the taxable 
property, real and personal," in the school districts which may 
be tbnned under the law,fbr school purposes. 

Under the constifcution the legislature has no power to con¬ 
fer such a right upon the school trustees. This has been more 
than once decided by the highest court in Alabama, the last 
and authoritative expounder of its constitution. See Schultes 
vs. Eberly, 82 Ala. 242. 

I am aware that some of my "predecessors have approved 
similar bills, bnt this was before the question had been defin¬ 
itely and finally settled by tlie decisions of our supreme court.

SIGNING OF SENATE AND HOUSE BILLS. 

The speaker of the house, in the presence of the house, 
immediately after their titles had been publicly read by the 
clerk, signed the bills, the titles of which are set out in the 
foregoing senate message and the foregoing report of the com¬ 
mittee on enrolled bills. 

Mr. Brown, from the committee to wait on the governor, re¬ 
ported that they had performed their duty and that the gov¬ 
ernor had no further communications for the house; and the 
committee was discharged.

Gentlemen of the House of Eepresentatives : 

The labors of this session of the legislature are now about

to come to a close, by the limitations of the constitution ; and 
before pronouncing a fuial adjournment, I desire to say a 
few words on taking leave of each other. 

Your arduous duties here as law-makers are ended. Your 
work here has now become a part of the public history of the 
state. How well you have performed your duties is not for 
me to say, but they will be judged critically by their practical 
application in the future. You have manifested a marked 
interest and desire to legislate for the good of the state and 
the interest of the people. 

You may possibly have committed errors and mistakes, in 
your earnest endeavor to advance the prosperity of the state, 
but I believe you have labored honestly and faithfully in every 
instance to represent the great interests and wishes of your 
constituency. If we have committed any mistakes, I am as¬ 
sured they are errors of judgment and not that of any intended 
wrong. We can not hope to always do right, without some 
errors being committed. I feel safe in saying to you, gentle¬ 
men, that in all my past experience for twenty years of legis¬ 
lation, that I have never seen a better body of men as legisla¬ 
tors assembled here. I have never presided over a better body 
of men than those now comprising this house; and I feel pe¬ 
culiarly honored in being selected by you as your presiding 
officer. 

While my duties have been many and of grave responsibil¬ 
ity, and at times of a most delicate nature, in deciding ques¬ 
tions, yet I have honestly and faithiully tried to perform them 
with fairness and impartiality. 1 have honestly endeavored to 
do justice to all, and render to each member due courtesy and 
impartiality, and if at any time I have failed to recognize the 
rights, or done injustice to any gentleman on the floor, I assure 
you it was not intentional, and the only reparation in my power 
I now make, is saying I regret it. 

Our work as representatives of the people in the important 
trust of legislation is now ended, and we shall at once separate, 
bid farewell to each other and return to our homes and our 
constituency, content that our labors shall abide the test of 
their judgment and the experiment of time. 

I beg you, gentlemen, to accept my cordial thanks and grat¬ 
itude for the generous appreciatioa of my services, and for the 
kind manner in which it has been expressed. The kind senti- 
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ment expressed in the resolution just adopted, awakens in my 
heart the most pleasing thoughts and emotions. I shall treas¬ 
ure them in my memory as a precious recollection of our as¬ 
sociations as members of this general assembly. As your pre¬ 
siding officer, I am greatly indebted to you for your forbear¬ 
ance and generous aid in the performance of my arduous and 
responsible duties in presiding over your deliberation. In 
acknowledging my obligations to you, I can not refrain from 
mentioning with gratitude those gentlemen who, from time to 
time, have so kindly aided me in my tasks, in occupying the 
chair. To these gentlemen I am greatly indebted, and I ten¬ 
der them my sincere thanks. I can not forget also to mention 
the able and efficient clerk of the house and his assistants, 
who by their ability, promptness and faithfulness to duty, and 
unifonn courtesy, greatly aided the speaker in the dispatch of 
the public business. 

My associations with you, gentlemen, during the labors of 
this session, have been those of a most pleasant character, and 
during our intercourse here a friendship has grown up between 
us that can not soon be forgotten. 

I trust, gentlemen, that I have now the confidence and 
friendship of each one of you, and I can assure you that I will 
carry with me in my retirement from office the fondest recol¬ 
lection of, and the wannest personal friendship for each one of 
you. I trust and hope that many of you who now constitute 
this house will return again as members of the next legisla¬ 
ture. It is certain, however, that we will not all meet again. 

It is this thought that throws a shadow of sadness over this 
occasion. But this attachment that we have here formed, and 
the pleasant associations connected with our official duties here, 
I trust will be remembered by us, and retained among the 
treasures of the heart. And if, perchance any one of you in 
after years should recall my name, or think of me in connec¬ 
tion with any incident that may have occurred, I trust you 
will remember it with emotions of kindness, pleasure and 
friendship. 

And now, tendering you again my grateful acknowledgment 
for the many favors, and the confidence reposed in me, I hear¬ 
tily wish each one of you, gentlemen, well, and you carry with 
you my sincere desire for your future success, prosperity and 
happiness. I now proceed to the performance of the only 
duty which remains to me, by announcing, as I now do, that 
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the house of representatives of the state of Alahama stands 
adjourned sine die.
